he fell on and put the Baſſa's Army into confuſion 
with a great ſlaughter: yet he thought it not belt to 


adventure too far; and therefore contenting himſelf 


with what was done, he xetreated with his Army to

2 great Army, and joining battel with him, the Baſſa 

bloody Fight was overthrown and (lain, 
with moſt part of his Men. Hereupon the Rebel 
ranging at pleaſure, applied only to his own uſe the 
Tribute of the Country, and exacted Mony of the City 
of Ancyra, and the adjacent Territories 300000 Ducats, 
whereby he heaped up great Sums of Mony, for the 
maintenance of his Wars.

Force: but for all this the inſolent Heydukes were 
ſupported by them with Many, and otherwiſe incou- 
riaged to keep the Chriſtians the more imbroiled amongſt _ 
themſelves. There being little or nothing elſe of mo- 
ment relating to the Turk: Affairs, the two ſucceeding - 
Years, viz. 1608 and 1609. I paſs them over, and ſhall _

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Loſs, the Sultan levied new Forces, commanded by — 
the famous Baſſa of Aleppo before ſpoken of; but what- 
ever the matter was, he never march'd: againſt the E- 
nemy, he being by the Sultan's Orders ſlain'by a Capigi, 
ſoon after his Arrival at Conſtantinople. But tho the 
Perſians could not draw the Emperor of Germany to 
confederate with them againſt the [Turks, becauſe of 
the domeſtick Troubles wherewith he was imbroiled ; 
yet the Turks ſhall not remain unmoleſted from ano- 
ther Quarter, for the Knights of Malta were continu- 
ally incommoding them at Sea, tho with ill Succeſs 
ſometimes to themſelves, + and the Dake of Tu/cary's 
Gallies created them no ſmall Trouble. "ED 
Neither were the Infidels alſo quite free from Tm+ Troubles 
| broilments in Tranſylvania, and thoſe Parts: for Ga- in Trans 
briel' Batori, Prince of that Country, having put him- ſylvania, 
ſelf under the Protection of the Turks againſt Archduke &. 
Matthias now King of Hungary, who pretendeda Ti- 
tle, by reaſon of the Ceſſion of Prince Sigiſnund to the 
Emperor, as King of Hungary; the Prince took 
Hermftade, routed the Vayvod of Walachia, and put 
another in his place, then returned to Tranſylvania, 
to oppoſe Matthias Lieutenant. But the Vayvod 
retiring to: Moldavin- t6 Prince Conſtantine, and infi- 
nuating unto him, that Batori had a- deſign to ſeize his 
Country, they joined together to oppoſe him, and de- 
feated him near Cyonſtadt; while Fortgatſi, King Mat- 
thiass Lieutenant, ſeized upon Tranſylvania: but Batori 
ſome time aſter, having received ſome Forces from the 
Turks and Tartars, he put Fortgatſi ſo hard to it, that 
he forced him to abando the Country and retire into 
Walachia. Thus the Storm ceafing in Tranſylvania, 
a more violent one fell upon Moldavia - For the Turks 
underſtanding- that Conſt ant ine had relieved the Walla- 
chians againſt Bathors his Tributary, he ſent a new 
Prince, the ſuppoſed Son of one Thomas, alias Aaron, 
once a Prince there, with 15000 Men into that Coun- 
1175 with Letters charging the Turks and Tartars to 15 
aſſiſt him in his Pretenſions. Thus you have two Pre- 
tenders already, but behold a third ſet up, being the 
Son of one Faniculo, who once commanded here, and 
who after many Turns of Fortune and Peregrinations, 
| eſpecially in England, was recommended by James 
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King of England, to his Embaſſador Sir Thomas Glover,

The Enter-. ' Theſe were the Troubles the Turks cauſed unto the 
prizes of Chriftians by Land, we ſhall now ſay ſomewhat of 


rhe ©5r:/* their Adventures at Sea; in which Element the Duke 
ns of Florence's Gallies being advertiſed that a rich Cara- 
5 = a van with Tribute from Egypt was ready to put to Sea, 
they reſolved to way- lay and attack them : they met 

and fought them between the Iſle of Cyprus and Cara- 

mania, Jing in all 40 Gallies, and 2 Galleaſſes, and 
engaged them for ſix Hours together; yet could not 

board them, tho they ſunk 5 of them in the Action. 
But ſuddenly the Wind changing in favour of the Ho- 
rentines, they gave them Chaſe to the Haven of Fama- 

guſta but got no Booty; and therefore the Chriſtians 

being upon their return home, had better luck to en- 
counter a Turkiþ Caramouſel coming from Rhodes to 
Cyprus ,, which after a ſharp» Fight, they took, and 
therein a Booty valued at 1400000 Crowns. And 

as the Hlorentines were thus occupied againſt the Turks, 

the Gallies of Malta and Naples were reſolved upon 


ſome Enterprize alſo againſt the common Enemy; and 


therefore having miſſed of the Egyptian Caravan, they 


ſailed to the Archipelago, and landing their Men, took 


- 


bat not being able to force the Caſtle, they went on 
board again, and having formed a Deſign upon ſome 
Town in Albania, they gave the ſame over, upon infor- 
mation that the Turks had diſcovered it, and flay'd a 


the Iſle of Zango, with great ſlaughter of the Tris; 


Patriarch of Greece alive, under pretence of his intend- 


ing to practiſe a Revolt to the Chriſtians: and ſo the 
Caravan got ſafe to Conſt ant inople, where at their land- 
ing, 60 Mules, each carrying 20000 Sequins in Specie, 
marched along into the City, and the Baſſa, under 
whoſe Command they were brought, was honoured 
with the Charge of Baſſa of the Ses. 
But tho the Chriſtians had not that Succeſs againſt 
the Turks either by Sea or Land, as might have been 
deſired, yet they were this Summer, in Conftantinople 
and the adjacent Countries, tormented with ſuch 
Clouds of Graſhoppers, as darkened the very Sun, and 
the Turks conſulting what it might portend, were an- 
ſwered, They foreſaw great Plenty to come; but in- 
deed they left not any green thing upon the Earth un 
3X 5 evoured : 
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and very much annoyed them, being almoſt as big as 
Dormice with red Wings; ſoon after which, there 
fell ſuch extraordinary great Hail in thoſe Parts,. with 
ſach abundance of Rain, as did very great damage to

dor reſiding at his Port. But Treaties and the gentle 
Gales of Peace muſt not always take up the time of 
theſe Infidels, and other Nations alſo; for while the 
Turks this Year were drawing a great Army together 
for Tranſylvania, and fortifying the Places which they 
held in thoſe Countries, Coſmo de Medicis, Grand 16133 
Duke of Tyſcany, fully bent his Thoughts and Power The Flo- 
to take the Fort of Agliman in Caramania from the fentines 
Turks; for which end his Fleet of Gallies with ſome tate and 
Landmen on board (among whom were divers noble 2 1 
Voluntiers, eſpecially of France) ſet fail from Legborn, 
and about the end of 1 landed in the night near 
unto Jeronda, a little Town in the leſſer Aa; but 
the People being aware of their coming, they return d 
again to their Ships without Booty, and reſolv'd to at- 
tempt Agliman, and landed about a Mile and à half 
from the Port. Agliman is ſituate * a little Hill, 
and extends from thence to the Sea-ſhore ; it's of an 
Oval Form, with Stone Walls four Fathom high and 
one broad, and there's a Wall within, which divides 
it into two equal Parts, Eaft and Wet; it was forti- 
fy'd with eight Towers, and had a Gäriſon of 300 Men 
provided with all Neceſſaries.

L Perſians being there, appear d a Comet in the night 
over the City of Conſt antinople, like a crooked Sword 


or Turks Scimetar; and the ſame was ſo large, that it 
extended from the Meridian, near to our Zenith, unto 
the Horizon: the Point began to ſhew it ſelf an hour 
after midnight, and then appear'd little and ſomewhat 


whitiſh, and gave but a glimpſe; in zu hour it was 
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of a deeper Colour, and the more it roſe, the redder 
it grew like Blood, but at break of day it gradually 
vaniſh'd, It was ſo big when the Point approach'd 
near the Zenith, as the Hilt was under the hidden 
Horizon. The Mathematicians obſerv'd it follow'd the 
Motions of the Heavens, it always roſe in one place, 
and the bending of the ſaid Sword towards Crete was 
more Southerly than it: It appear'd directly in the

This ſort of Po- 


ſition occaſion'd various Speculations. 

The Wars about this time in Bohemia growing hot 
againſt the Proteſtants, Bethlem Gabor, Prince of 
Tranſylvania, endeavour'd, and with good ſucceſs, to 
divert the Chriſtian Army, by invading Hungary;

The Janizaries-alſo about che 
ſame time, in the Gallies that rid at Smyrna, commanded 
by Fali Baſſa, againſt his will, ſet upon the Houſes of 
all the _ Chriſtian Conſuls there; the Engliſh being 
forc'd to run naked from their Lodgings, ſwam. to 
the Admiral's Gally to fave their Lives, While the 
Turks ranſack'd the lower Parts of the Houſes, and 
carry d away to the value of 2000 Dollars; the French 
ſuſtain'd more loſs, and the Venetians at leaſt 10000.

To theſe beginnings the Beſieg d 
making no Oppoſition, but only with Cannon, the 
Turks, cover'd with Trenches, were able to advance 
to the firſt Ditch z when the Perſians made a Sally with 
great Numbers and much Fury, penetrating to the 
very Trenches, where they cut 6000 Janizrries to pie- 
ces, and would have done greater miſchief, if Morat's 
haſtening thither with the Chiefs, drawing with him 
the Flower of the Army, and the greateſt part of the 
Soldiers, had not with as much Violence repuls'd 
them. Then they undertook to fill up- a great Ditch, 
and effeing it after twenty days Fatigue, notwith- 
ſtanding the many Oppoſitions of the Beſieg'd, they 
made by the benefit thereof a Breach of fifty Paces in 
the Wall, and fo made way to render themſelves Maf- 
ters of the firſt Incloſures. Two more remain'd ſti 
fo that there was a neceſſity of filling up another 
Ditch; and raiſing a great Battery with many Cannon 
upon it commanding the Wall, they attempted to 
Aiſlodge the Beſieg'd; but they were oppos'd by ano- 
ther not inferior in height, which with an equal num- 
ber of Cannon filenc'd the Battery of the 7zrks; They 
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1638. then, by ways made under Ground, penetrating into

the Ditch, made nothing of the Oppoſition of the 
Enemy, but took all the Earth and other things out of 


the way they had brought thither to hinder them; and 
the Turks, not to be weary'd, with great Bodies of 


Palm-trees, rais d the Ditch equal to the Earth, _ 
And now Amurath reſolving to give a general Aſſault, 


and with one Fury. alone to force both the Rampiers, 
on Chriſtmas-day, and the fortieth of the Siege, or- 
der'd the Place to be attack d on both ſides, and would 
have led the Men on himſelf; but the Viſier taking 


the Charge on one ſide, and Muſtapha on the other, 
the firſt having given the greateſt 2505 of all poſſible 
force in vain, was kill'd upon an heap of dead Bodies, 


while the other ſeeing almoſt all his Men dead about 


him, furiouſly took one of the Royal Standards, and 
climbing up the Wall, planted it there; and being 


bravely follow'd by the Sending They entred the Ci- 


ty, and quickly maſter'd all. ey at firſt kill'd all 
without diſtinction, the armed and unarmed Inhabi- 
tants as well as Soldiers, only reſerv'd the Governor 
and a few others alive to adorn their Triumph ; but it 
coſt them very dear, for they loſt in the Aſſault zoo00 
Men, beſides 10000 wounded. Amurath having his 
Mind ſweeten'd with the Flatteries of Glory and ſo no- 
ble a Conqueſt, ſuffer'd it to be carry'd away with an 
unwonted Scene of Clemency, ordering the Slaughter 
ſhould ceaſe, and the Lives of the Inhabitants to be 
ſpar'd; when Muftapha immediately, as the Reward 
of his Valour, being made Grand Viſier, and remon- 
ſtrating the Danger ſuch a Commiſeration might be to 


ſo numerous an Enemy, the Sultan gave to the ſlaugh- 


ter 14000 Men more. He made his Entry into it over 
the warm Bodies of the ſlain, and commanded that 
60000 of them ſhould remain unbury'd, that a Perſian 


Embafſador, whom he expected, might be terrify'd at 
the horrid 4 1 8 of ſo great a ſlaughter. 


_ Of all theſe things the Sultan diſpatch'd Advice to

He was a 


Character. Prince of a moſt cruel and implacable Diſpoſition, and 


amongſt many other Acts o Tyranny, imbru'd his 
hands in the Blood of his Brothers Orchan and Bajaxet, 

as alſo ſtrangled his Uncle Muſtapha, whole innocent 
weakneſs had been ſufficient to ſecure him againſt the 
moſt horrid Monſter of haman Tyranny. He left no 
Son, all of them dying in their Infancy ; yet he ſo 
hated his Kindred, that he envy'd the Deſcent of the 
Monarchy to his Brother Ibrahim, who was ſtrangely 

preſerv'd from his Fury, ſince he would often fay, he 


_ wiſh'd himſelf might be the laſt of the Ottoman Line, 


and that the Empire of that Family might terminate 
with him, and devolve upon the Tartar. He was cer- 
tainly the moſt abſolute Prince that ever ſway'd the 
Ottoman Empire, but very irreligious, often laughing 
at the Santones and other religious Orders: He was 
very inquiſitive into all the Actions of the City, for 
which he maintain'd Spies, and often took his meaſures 
from the Diſcourſes of People concerning his. Govern- 
ment; nay, he would frequently go up and down

The Army was 7000 Janizaries, 
14000 Spahies, and about 50000 Timariots and o- 


ther Soldiers, with 3000 Pioneers. They arriv'd at 
Scio the 7th of May, from whence they ſaild, met 


with ſtormy Weather, and ſteer'd different Courſes 


ſometime by way of Amuſement, till the War was 


declar'd at Conftantinople, by impriſoning the Bailo, 
and giving Orders thro all the Archipelago to deſtroy 


and enſlave all the Subjects of the Republick, who 


were not altogether unprovided of a Fleet at Sea; and 


extraordinary Proveditors were ſent to Candia, Ceri- 


go, and Tino, as Places moſt fear'd to be in danger; 


as alſo Orders diſpatch'd to Cornaro, then General and 
Inquiſitor in Candia, to fit out 20 Gallies from the Ar- 
ſenal of Canea, who took all the care he could to put

In the mean time the two main Armies under the 
Viſier and Montecuculi, did no more than obſerve each 
other's Motion; but the Mallachian and Moldavian 
Forces joining with ſome Turks and Tartars, reſolwd to 

N recover. Leventæ, yet bps repulſed ſo valiantly by the 

Gariſon, that 2000 of them were ſlain under the Walls. 

But Count Soiſe, not to ſuffer a Place fo, lately won by 

him to be loſt, haſted his March to its Relief; and 

paſling the River Giapa on the 16th of July, the Turks 

left the diesb⸗ and drew out of their Trenches (being 
nin ͤ number between 25 and zoooo Men) to fight him. 

The Count would have feigned a Retreat, as if his Men 
did not tare to ſtand it, in order to fight upon better 
Advantage; but the Enemy being aware of that, the 
two Armies on the 19th drew up over againſt one ano- 
ther in order of Battel: and when ſome would have 
diſſuaded Huſaein Baſſa, who commanded the Turks, 
from paſſing his Army over the Moraſs that lay be- 

tween them, for fear if a Rout hapned it might be 
much to their detriment; he reſolutely anſwer'd, 
That Men who would conquer, were to look before and 
not behind them; that. thoſe who would ſave their Lives 
were fit to periſh in it; and for his part he was.reſolved 
to cut off all hopes of Safety from his Army, hut what 
confiſted in their Swords, and Victory over their Enemies. 

The Turſts accordingly having paſſed the Moraß, it 
was now. about Noon, when the Signal was given in the 

Chriſtian Camp for the Army to advance, Which they 
did with great Cheerfulneſs againſt the Enemy, who 
were ready to receive them; but the Chriſtians in thi: 
firſt Volley having poured a ſhower of Shot upon their

ing now with the Turkiþ Army ready to embark, he 
thought it prudent firſt to make ſome new Propoſals 
to Balarino, and for that end ſending for him to come 
to Thebes, where the Viſier then was, the poor Gentle- 
man died of a Fever by the way; and his Secretary 
Padavuino acquainting the Senate that another Envoy 
might be ſent to reſide with him in Candia, Giavarina 
was diſpatched thither.

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The Siege This being over, and the Rebellion of the Baſſa of 
Candia. Balſora ſuppreſt, the Turks began now with Vigour to 
proſecute the Conqueſt of Candia; in order to which, 
the Forces from Egypt on the 25th of April appear'd in 
the Field, and on May 5th the General of the Jani- 
Zaries incamped on the Right of New Candia, and on 
the 12th. the Grand Viſier made his firſt appearance in 
| Perſon before the renowned Fortreſs of Candia, and 
began the memorable Siege of that City, which for 

the ace of 25 Years before had been talk'd of, and to 

Which the ſpecial Care and Expence of Venice did 
concur to render it the moſt impregnable Fortreſs of 
the World. He took mee being inſt Panigra, 


and all the other Commanders being aſlign'd to their 
reſpective Poſts, they raiſed three Batteries; the 1ſt a- 
gainſt Martinengo Baſtion, and the 2d againſt. Panigra 
and the zd againſt the Half. Moon and Bulwark of 
Bethlem. Neither were the Beſieged leſs induſtrious 
in the Diſpoſition of their Affairs, where the Marquiſs 
£ Villa took his Quarters at the Bulwark of Jeſus, 
oveditor Barbaro at Panigra, the Proveditor Gene- 
tal at Afartinengs, the Duke of Candia in the Forts of 
Sahbionera, and other Officers at proper Stations. 
Things being diſpoſed in this manner on both. ſides, 
the Chriſtians endeavoured firſt to diſturb the Enemy 
by a Mine blown up, but the fame reverted and did 
more hurt to themſelves than the Enemy; but another 
being fir'd with good effect, the ſame was ſeconded 
by two Sallies with very good Succeſs, But not- 
withſtanding this and their ſpringing of 5 Mines more 
towards the point of the Half-Moon of Mocenigo, 
the Turks advanc'd fo well towards the Borders of Pa- 
nigra, that they ſprang ſome Mines on their part 
alſo, tho not with any good ſucceſs. However the

8 
The Turks this Year were as much tormented with 
a new ſort of Mony, introduced amongſt them, called 
Temins, of baſe. alloy, as we in England ſome Years 
ago were incommoded with clipt and baſe Mony; but 
having got over this, we find the Grand Signior much 
rplex'd, leſt one of his Brothers might be ſet on the 
Throne in his ſtead, therefore he ſent Orders to 
Conftantinople to diſpatch them to his Mother, who 
having before promiſed the Janizaries to ſecure their 
Lives, and the Order being now grown publick, it 
 eccaſion'd a great Tumult in the City, But both the

which fatal Blow ſo amaz'd the Chriſtians, that they 


began with Confuſion to diſperſe to the Right and 
Left and fly, with the Loſs of divers Men, and ſome 
confiderable Officers, but more particularly the brave 
Duke of Beaufort, who was ſappoſed to have been 
blown up here, tho his Body could not. be found.

And as one Diſaſter follows another, the Fleet —

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The Grand Viſier having triumphantly entred into 1670. 


Candia, where none of the People ſtaid but two Greek 
Prieſts, one Woman and three Jews, and ſurvey d the 
whole Iſland, he return'd homewards; and touching at 
Scio, he was encountred with abundance of Complaints 
againſt the neighbouring Governours: but he had now 
more regard to glut himſelf with Wine, than to re- 
dreſs Grievances. From Scio he purſued his Voyage to 
Rodeſto, from whence he marched to Aarianople, where 
he was receiv'd.with all Tokens of Satisfaction by the 
Grand Signior, and entred the City triumphantly after 
the manner of the Turkiþ Allay.

The Venetian ſent now Signior Molino their Em-

The 
Viſier poſſeſſed all the Paſſes on the Hill, Plain, and 
Illand about the City, without troubling himſelf with

_ deſpiſed the Power of the Chriſtians, and was flattered by 
the Rebels, he ſhould ſoon become Maſter of the Place.

folved to leave 20000 Men to preſs the Siege, and hav- 


ing divided the reſt into three Bodies, to make head 
againſt the three Lines of the Chriſtians, he drew 
them up in Battalia at the foot of the Mountain to re- 
ceive them, The Duke of Lorain, as ſoon as the Sun 
ſet, had got poſſeſſion as well of St. Leopold, as of the 
Convent; on the Walls of which he erected Batte- 


ries, which by day-break were ready to fire upon the 


Enemy: thoſe below diſputed the ground with him, 


who with a good Body of Foot, ſupported by Dra- 


groons, deſcended. to gain it, and as they moved on, 


lowered their Ln and multiplied their Batteries : 


Inſomuch that the Chriſtians by noon had got poſſeſ- 


ſion of the Mountain, and the Hill on their Flank, as 


far as the Danube. The Cavalry, that had opened the 


_ Paſſage, incamped upon the Hill, and were in a ſhort 


time in a condition to march entire and in order of Bat- 


tle; whilſt the King of Poland, at the grand Paſs, came 


down the Mountain with the Right Wing. The Turks 


having planted a Battery on one fide to oppoſe this Body 


of Poles, the King was not wanting to anſwer them on 


Chriſtians his part. The Battle now began, and the Conflict laſted 
defeat the ſome hours; but at laſt the Huſlars from the Hill ſtout- 
Vila i charging the Enemy, and other Troops at the 


me time puſhing hard upon them, they were broke, 


their Battery taken, and neceſſitated to retreat, At the 


ſame time the Left Wing and the main Body raſhing 
out of the Wood and from the Mountain, entred the 
Turkiſh Camp: as often as the Barbarians made head 
againſt them, and ſtood their ground, ſo often were 


they borne down, and forced to give way; inſomuch 


that after many Repulſes, they were obliged to yield 


to the Valour of the Chriſtians, and being hurried 


with their own Fears, to betake themſelves to a ſhame- 


ful flight, The Soldiers og greedy of Plunder, and 
the greateſt part of them faint and wearied with a 
toilſome March, did not purſue the Turks much: and 


therefore the firſt, under the pretence of the approac 


of night, halted; while the other, under the cover of 


the ſame, endeavoured to make their eſcape. During 


the heat of - the Battle, Prince Lewis of Baden, toge- 
ther with Heuſter Colonel of Dragoons, advanced with

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a Wirtemburg Regiment of Foot, and ſome other 
Troops near the Paliſadoes of the Town, from whence 


they deſigned, in concert with the Governour Starem- = 


burg, to attack the Enemy in their Approaches. 
Theſe, as being confident of Victory, continually 
fired againſt the Works; but foreſeeing ſoon their 
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danger, they precipitately quitted their Trenches, and Szege ral 
filing off, followed their Companions, who had already ed. 


began to fly, As they made no delay to take poſſeſſion 
of thoſe Works, with the Ammunition and Artillery 
found therein, ſo they did of all the Standards, Colours 

Baggage, Cannon, and every es ys: grand a d 
rich for the furniſhing of that vaſt and commodiobs 
Camp. The Right Wing, led on by the King of Po- 
land, had the Glory to face the Quarter of the Prime 
Viſier, and fo it was his Fortune that his ſtately Tent 
ſhould fall to his ſhare 5 Which for the Richneſs of it 


every way, was accounted a great Treaſure, He ſlept 


in it that night, and entred Vienna next morning, at- 
tended with all ſorts of Perſons, with the greateſt Ho- 
nour and Acclamations, as their grand Deliverer : their 
Rejoicings could not but be beyond meaſure, becauſe 


the Place was brought to the extremeſt Languiſhment, 


there having periſhed, during the courſe of the Siege, 
no leſs than 20000 Men by the Sword, Fire, and Sick- 


neſs, and there were not many thouſands left alive fit 


to carry Arms. Howbeit, they did not fall unre- 
venged, ſince by a Liſt that was found in the Prime 


Viſier's Tent, there were 40000 Turks periſhed at the 
Siege. There were not many of them ſlain in the 


Battle, and of the Allies 700 Poles were miſling, ſome 
more Germans, and 300 wounded. The laughter of 
the Turks was not yet atan end, many of whom lark- 
ing in the Mountains or Woods, and about the City, 
were continually diſcovered and put to the ſword. 
The News of the glorious Succeſs ſoon flew to the Em- 
peror, who making no delay to return to his Capi-

Ages the Shield of the Faith hath not prevailed in 
© time of Peace againſt their abominable Violences 
and Maxims, grounded only upon the Terror of their 
Swords; or our Arms have been tos weak to put x 
© ſtop. to the Torrent of their Succeſſes. One while 
they deſpoiled us of Provinces in open War, ſome- 
© times they obliged vs to grievous Expences by their 
© Threats, otherwhiles they ranſacked our Treaſuries 


© by falſe. Wiles, and received large Disburſements of 
© us, who molt intenſely ſtudied our own Peace: but 
© have not all our Endeavours been ever thrown away, 
© and our Tranquillity made precarious? Many of 


© you, moſt renowned Fathers, fat here, when Advice

© contrary to their repeated Promiſes; and all of you

© of the Peace. What Security do or can you con- 


© ceive, that we ſhall not very quickly, be ſubjected to

Memories, and much more the Avarice of the Port 
© againſt Donato, under pretence of the Depredations

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1683. © of the Morlagues of Dalmatia, They extorted, you 
now, ſuch a Sum, as was heavy in reſpect to quan- 

© tity, and heavier ſtill from the Miniſter of a State, 
„that was ſovereign from its Infancy, and gloried in 
Liberty. I, who have the Honour to ſerve my Coun- 
try among the Senators of the firſt Rank, thought 
it not adviſable to negle& the Payment, and rather to 
make war upon them; as well knowing the inequa- 
lity of our Force, the power of the Enemy, and the 
favourableneſs of his Fortune. But now it looks as 
if the Divine Mercy having been wrought upon by 
the Tears of Chriſtendom, and the Diſpleaſure of the 
Almighty pacified with the Sacrifice of ſo many 
Victims, had taken the Scourge out of the cruel 
hands of the Turks, and bleſſing the Arms of the 
Emperor Leopold, inſtead of the Chains he might 
have been afraid of, had crowned him with Tri- 
umphs, confounded the Counſels of the Barbarians, 
diſcomfited their Army, ſtrangled the Prime Viſier, 
ſlain their moſt experienced Commanders, deſtroyed 
their Veterans, diſperſed the Soldiers that had been 
drawn together from ſo many remote Parts, con- 
ſumed their Baggage, Treaſure, and Fame; a moſt juſt 


ſight of the World, and acceptable to Heaven, when 
we ſee our old Enemy and the Goſpel's, thus ſeverely 
puniſhed, if we lay hold of the Opportunity to re- 
pair the cruel Injuries, by taking up Arms, in con- 
cert with others, and attack him in the moſt ſenſi- 
ble and inward Parts? The Courts of Vienna and 
Poland invite us to it, with Promiſes of an indiſſolu- 
ble Alliance: Pope Innocent XI. who with the Sanc- 
tity of his Liſe, and an Offer of Mony, has been 
able to prevent the Attempts of the Turks, and to 
confederate the ſaid Princes, and pray for Victory 
to their Arms, will be our Guarantee. There is a 
very hopeful Opportunity before us; and will not 
 the-antient Prudence of the Senate incline them to 
embrace it? One of the chief Reaſons of State, is 
to nick the Time and Con juncture: We do not live, 
as has been ſuggeſted, in the time of Soſyman, whoſe 
Memory might claim a Precedency of the moſt fa- 
mous and fortunate Princes, not only of his own war- 
+ like Family, but of thoſe that were either _ ot 
* 7 | 5 + ceſsfu 
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c ceſsful in War, or adorned with other Royal Virtues 
t to fill up a Throne. He was equally terrible by Sea 
© as by Land; he never went upon any Enterprize, 
«© but he put himſelf at the head of half a Million of 
« Men, and his Haughtineſs would never permit him 
«© to go out of the Dardanelles, without an hundred 
t Sail at leaſt to attend him: let us make our Acknow- 
c ledgments to the Divine Being, that we have now no 
c cauſe to fear. In the Candian War we never fought, 
but we dyed the Archipelago with Mahometan Blood, 
c and have brought the Ships we have taken from the 
c Infidels, with their Sails ſtruck, to theſe very Shores. 
c The Loſs of thoſe Naval Fights, and the Siege of 
« that Capital, undertaken by the Turks, is ſo evident, 
c that it muſt be further owned, that their frequent 
and long Conflicts have weakened the Soldiery, emp- 
tied the Treaſury, and enervated the Empire: ne- 
c vertheleſs, if the Change of Fortune, and the Over. 
© throw of the Enemy in the laſt Campaign, ſhall . 
© not be thought ſufficient to perſuade you to the pro- 
£ poſed Alliance, let the indiſpenſible Neceſſity, which 
c calls you to it, ſerve for an Argument ſuperior to 
c all Conſiderations. Upon receiving the joyful News 
© of the wonderful Deliverance of Vienna, and of the 
© Flight of the Prime Viſiter, our People being elated

Sea, 50 miles in length, and 12 in breadth, antiently

There is in the middle of it a Platform, erected on 


a Summit, that overlooks all its Quarters, and by the 
advanced Situation of it, muſt have been of more con- 


ſiderable uſe, were it not overlooked by another Hill 
not far from it, which commands it. Now the Turks 


foreſeeing that the Venetians, before the end of the 
Campaign, would attack Preveſa, drew all the Troops 


they could together to oppoſe their Landing. The 


Shore above the mouth of the Gulph ſeemed to be the 
moſt dangerous; for if the Fleet ſhould reſolve to paſs 


the Strait in order to land there, they muſt be ex- 
poſed to the Musketry from the Walls, the foot of 


which is waſhed by the Sea. Wherefore the Captain- 
General ſtudied a way to delude the Enemy; he diſ- 


patched fix Galleaſſes and five. Gallies from Corfu, 


which came and anchored at Vonixza, and there, with 
firing of Cannon, and other Appeararices of Hoſtili- 
ties, pretended to wait for the reſt of the Fleet, in or- 


der to ſeize upon the neighbouring Places. The Cap- 


tain of the Gallies punctually obſeryed his Orders, and 


this Stratagem ſo well ſucceeded, that a great many 
of the Turks abandoned the Defence of Preveſa, to go 


and take care of their own Habitations. The Ca 
tain-General farther ordered, that General Sralſald 
ſhould go and view the Shore that was not far diſtant,

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which ſeemed to be the moſt commodious place for 


Galliots, Brigantines, Feluccas, and other ſmall Veſ- 
ſels of the Greeks; and at midnight entring the Gulph, 
he put his Men aſhore near the Suburbs: At the ſame 


time the Captain-General with his Gallies, rowing. 
with much noiſe towards the Bank, which had: been 

viewed the day before, came up two hours before 

Sun-riſing. The Turks haſted thither, in firm be- 


lief that the Landing would be attempted there, and 
having light enough to diſcern all the Appearances of 


it on that ſide, by the great concourſe of Barks, Arms, 
Flags, and Men; while they were putting themſelves 
in a poſture to oppoſe them, they found Stralſold had 
ſuddenly ſeized the Suburbs. They had then no more 


to do than to haſten to the Town, and prepare for a 


Siege; the Chriſtians having without delay ſeized 


on the Hill which commanded the Place, and there 
planted a Battery of Cannon and Mortars to play up- 
on it. But the force of the Artillery being not ſuffi- 
cient to make a Breach in the Walls, they carried on

moded the Army very much, and whenever they drew 
out to engage them, they ſheltered themſelves with 
Celerity under Caminiec. The want alſo of Provi- 
fions brought Diſtempers into the King's Army, which 


was haraſſed for fifteen days together by the Seraſ- 


quier always at their heels. Now the King knowing 
his Inability at this time to fight the Enemy, thought 


it beſt to return home with the Remains of his 3 


which ſeemed rather to have been loſt than conquere 
The Fate of the Imperial Army in Hungary was 
not unlike that of the Poles, but they engaged in a 
more memorable Enterprize. Heaven favoured them 
at firſt, but the latter end of the Campaign turned a 
menacing and bad face upon them. It was concluded 
in a Council of War, that Buda, the Capital of Hun- 
gary, ſhould be the Place they would befiege. In or- 
deer to this, there were three Armies brought into the 
Field; the firſt under the Duke of Lorain, which was 
. ._ - to form the Siege, and the other two under Eneas 
E Count of Caprara in Upper Hungary, and Count Leſ- 
55 ley in the Lower, The Turks being aware of the De- 
. - fign of the Chriſtians, took care to ſtrengthen the 
Gariſon with 2000 Men ont of the Neighbou 0 and 
with Ammunition. The Duke directed his March to- 
 .. wards Gran, having laden many Barks and other Veſ- 
ſels with Proviſions to fail down the Danube; but Vice- 
grade lay in the way, and interrupted the free 
Lorain Courſe of the River. This Place, inſtead of a Wall, 
tales Vice · vas ſurrounded with large Beams of Timber fixed in 
grade. the Earth, which formed a Rampire, vulgarly called 
a Palanka: It ſerved formerly as a delicious Retreat

in eſteem, that their Crown was kept in it; the ſame 
being fituated on an impenetrable and craggy Rock. 
The Duke paſſed the Danube over a Bridge at Gran, 


on which fide lies Vicegrade, which furrender'd to him 


at the very firſt Attack: Colonel Beck at the ſame time 
ſet Men to work to ruin the Caſtle; and being diſturb'd 
with Sallies and Stones from thence, the Duke try'd 


what Fire would do: He order'd a Battery of Mor- 
tars next day to be planted on an adjoining Hill; the 
Beſieged were ſo terrify'd therewith, that they made 


no heſitation to ſurrender. Now the Duke having 
left the Baggage under the Cannon of Gran, guarded 
by ſome Regiments commanded by General Hallevil; 
odo Turks and Tartars were detach'd by the ſhorteſt 
ways from Buda towards Gran, to endeavour to ob- 


tain ſome Advantage over the Chriſtians, The Enemy 


were diſcover'd from the Town, which fired apon 
them : Hallevil preſently took to Arms, and having de- 
tach'd the Baron de Norkerme with 500 Horſe to ſeize 


a Poſt, and to learn the Strength and Motion of the 


Barbarians; he himſelf. impatient of Action, would 
follow him with the reſt of the Troops: but the 
Turks being divided into ſmall Squadrons, attack'd 
both the one and the other before they could join, and 
put them into Diſorder ; the Troops under Haltevil 
were ſoon cut in pieces by the Infidels, and he himſelf 


was ſlain with a Lance. The Regiment of Rabara, 
under the Command of Lieutenant Colonel Pace, came 


up in time, and put the Turks to flight, in great Con- 
fuſion, Upon the firſt News of the Conflict at Vice- 


grade, the Dyke diſpatch'd Prince Lewis of Baden to 


reinforce his Men; but being inform'd of the Succeſs 
in- his March, he return'd to the Army, now come 


back to their firſt Camp at Gran. Here the Dake ha- 


ving provided all Neceſſaries for the Enterprize, re-

Eminence, and a great Body of Horſe, - with ſome 
Field - pieces, planted advantageouſly to hinder his ad- 
vance; his Highneſs not at all diſcourag' d, form'd two 
Lines, under the Princes Lewis of Neuburg, and Lewis 
of Baden, to march ' againſt them, with Faſcines 
for the Foot, and other Conveniences to make the 
Aſſault. The Turks obſerving the Courage and Re. 
ſolution of the Imperialiſts, preſently with horrible 
Crys and Impetuoſity fell upon them; but the Chriſ- 
tians giving them a warm Reception with their ſmall 
Arms, and pufhing them thrice, they fell into Confuſion, 
and their Cavalry, turning their backs, fled as faſt 
as they could to Pefths The Janizaries paid for their 
Cowardice with their Lives, 1500 of them re- 
tir'd to Vaccia, which, after three or four Hours re- 
| fiſtance, ſurrender'd at diſcretion, where they were 
made Priſoners: the Turks in this Action loſt ſeveral 
Standards, and all their Artillery. 3 
The Chriſtian Army ſoon after beginning their 
March, faw the Flames devour Pefth, which was fired 
and abandoned by the Baſſa, and may be faid to be 
mg of Buda, to which it was joined by a Bridge of 
Boats. The Duke order'd the Fire to be quenched, and 
a Bridge to be made on that Branch of the Danube 
that runs thro Vaccia, the Iſle of St. Andrew, and ano- 
ther upon the principal Branch from the Iſland to Sr. An- 
drew.

_ then the other, an antient Building of a triangular 
form, ſituate in the midſt of a Slip of Land on the 
Meſſenian Gulph, now call'd+ the Gulph of Coron, 
raiſing it ſelf by degrees from the Sea upon a Rock: 
that the Caſtle ſtood in the higheſt part of it, towards 


_ © the Continent, which had been built in former times 
by the Republick, whoſe acute Front was guarded by 


a great Tower: that there was commodious landing 
on both ſides; that there was a narrow Port on the 


left, defended with an old Mole. The Count of 


St. Paul was of opinion, that the Siege of this Place 
ought not to be undertaken; but upon Report of the 
Engineers, orders were immediately given to weigh 
anchor, and the Fleet on the 25th of June came before 


the place: it conſiſted of 76 Sail of all ſorts, and had 


9500 Soldiers on board. 


| Morea de. But befotezwe open a new Scene of Affairs, it will 
be convenient to give ſome account of the Country. 


The Morea, whether it be conſider'd in reſpect to its 


. Sailor Inhabitants, may contend for Precedency with 


all the Peninſala's-of Europe. It's a happy Clime, be- 
tween the Degrees of 36 and 38 North ihvde The 
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Waters of the Ionian, Siculian, Cretan, Egean and Myr- 
toan Seas break in upon its Shores by five ſeveral 


— 


7 cleaving the ſame into the form of a Plaintain- 
Leaf. It has been call'd by ſeveral names, but that 
moſt receiv'd amongſt the Greeks was Peloponneſus, from 
Pelops the Son. of Tantalus, who had it for his Fortune; 


and the other of Morea, the moſt common in our times, 


according to the opinion of ſome, was taken from the 
Moors, who were a long time in poſſeſſion of it. Geo- 


- graphers have divided it into ſix Parts or Provinces, 


viz. Achaia, Elis, Meſſenia, Arcadia, Laconia, and 
Argolis; being about five hundred and ſixty miles in 
Circumference. The Achazans lie to thè North on the 


Gulph of Corinth, and take in the Promontory of Rio, 
where now ſtands one of the Dardanells; at the mouth 


of which it inclines to the Weſt. - Elis turns to the 
Weſt, before which ariſes the Iſland of Zant. The 
leſſer part of Meſſenia faces the ſame way, but the big- 

er part looks towards the South. Behind eſſenia 


lies Laconia, beſet by the Sea on the North, Eaſt, and 
South ſides; but has a great Tract of Land lying to the 


Weſt bounded with Arcadia, which is inland, and 
borders upon each of the other Provinces. Laſtly, 
Argolis, which extends it ſelf with the Promontory 
of Scillo to the Eaſt, and is bounded to the North by 
the Iſthmus of Corinth, Their Governments were va- 
rious and inconſtant; all of them antiently had Kings 


of their own, afterwards they became Republicks of 

all ſorts, ſome being Democràcys, and others Ariſto- 
cracys, and now and then they became ſubje& to Ty- 
rants, Their People were valiant in War, and famous, 
in the Arts of Peace, The celebrated Sparta, other - 
wiſe call'd Lacedemon, was the moſt warlike of any, 


and the firſt and the laſt of the Greek Republicks. 


This Country was behindhand with no other for wiſe 
Men, and tis enough that of the ſeven, Periander was. 
@ Corinthian, and Chilo a Lacedemonian. One while 
their Allies, and at other times domeſtick Enemies in 
order to aggrandize themſelves, co- operated the com- 
mon Ruin. Sparta, ſprung up amidſt Diſſenſions, by 
pf Lycurgus grew terrible. to her 


the ſevere Laws 0 


Neighbours and Foreigners, and her Province of La- 
conla was fo populous, that in their Language they 
call'd it Hecatopolis, as containing a hundred Cities. 
Os R 3 „ 
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The two ſtrongeſt Caſtles in all this Country, ſituate 
on the top of Mountains, were Acrocorinth and Itome, 
the firſt in Meſſenia, and te other in Achaia : inſo- 
mueh that Demetrius Phalereus, in perſuading Philip to 


take poſſeſſion of it, laid hold of the two Horns of an 


Ox, by which he repreſented the State of the Country; 
obſcurely deſigning theſe two Caſtles by the Horns, 
and Peloponneſus by the Ox, the ſame being an apt Re- 


ſemblance of the Strength of the People, and the Fer- 


tility of the Soil. For faving that Arcadia is ſufficient- 


 y incumbred with Mountains, a great part of the 


Kingdom is exceeding fertile, by which the People 
growing rich, Seditions came to ariſe, and Strangers 
laid Schemes to invade it. Corinth was the Gate that 
ſhut up the Entrance into it, a rich City, and made fo 


by the Commerce of two Seas. Port Lechæum lies on 


the Gulph to the left, leſs than three miles diſtant 


from it; and Cenchreum in Saronico on the right, ſeven 
miles off. The Iſthmus is waſh'd by the Sea on both 
fides, and well defended by a Wall which the Spartans 


made from one. Sea to the other. In the narroweſt 


place where the Ruins of it ſtill appear, it exceed 
not three miles and a half, partly plain ground, anc 
partly mountainous ;, this laſt lying in the middle, and 
the other on the ſides: but being obliged to carry on 
the Work over the irregular parts of this Eminence, 


the Line reach'd fix miles in length. There have been 


no less than four Princes that endeavour'd to make a 


Communication by a Canal between one Sea and the 


other; and thoſe were Demetrius, Julius Caſar,' Nero, 
and Caligula; befides one private Man, Herodotus At- 
ticus, Upon which Pauſanias has made this Obſerva- 
tion, that whoever attempted to make Peloponneſus an 
Iflapd, was overtaken with a ſudden Death, and left 
e ,,, 
The Republick of Venice having in their poſſeſſion 
the beſt Towns upon the Sea-Coaſts, nevertheleſs when 
they ſaw the Territories of the Brothers Thomas and 
Demetrius Paleologus in danger of falling into the hands 
of Mahomet II. they durft nat undertake to feparate the 
Morea from the Continent any otherwiſe than by the 
Labour of 3000 Men, who in fifteen days time built 
a Wall, and made a deep Ditch to ſecure the Paſſage 
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into in But all oppoſition to the Fortune of that 


Prince, 
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Prince, who had made himſelf Maſter of the Metro- 
polis of the Greek Empire, was of no effect: He beat 
down the Wall, "routed the Venetian Army, took Co- 
rinth, and brought the midland parts of the Kingdom 
to ſubmit to his Government. Solyman finiſh'd the 
Conqueſt of it, and it groan'd for a long time in 


the Chains of Turkiþ Tyranny, What is become of 


all the proud Cities of Peloponneſus? Argos alone, the 
Capita] of that Province, has ſcarce preſerv'd its Name, 


being now tranſlated into a Caſtle on a Hill there. 


The reſt are totally deftroy'd, and the Ruins of A. 


chaia may be ſeen in the Circumference of ſeven large 


miles; of Elis, of Megalopolis in Arcadia on the fide 


of the little River Barbuz.ayo, now call'd Eliſſonta; of 
' Meſſena at the foot of Mount Yolcano, whoſe Walls of 
a moſt noble Structure took in ſix miles; and of Spar- 


ta, the remembrance of whoſe Bridge over the Eu- 
rota, now Guiri or Iri, its grand marble Pillars thrown 
to the ground, its diſtant Aqueducts ſupported by won- 


derful Arches, the Ruin of its Towers and Walls, ſhew 


what a famous Place it was; which being now ſubjected 


to the Furrows made by the Plough, preſents us with 


a lively Reſemblance of the Frailty and Indurability of 


human things. . Tegea, Mantinea, and Corinth, emu- 
lous of one another, remain equall of 


y Skeletons 
own Grandeur. Near the Banks of the Roſea, an- 


tiently Alpheus, the greateſt River in the Peninſula, 


may be ſeen the Remains of the famous Temple of 
Jupiter Olympius. In one word, the Peloponneſus, which 


the Poets have ſo much celebrated in their Fables, and 
whoſe heroick Actions are in ſuch vaſt numbers recor- 


ded by Hiſtorians, is ſunk to ruin, has paſs'd from the 
utmo 


Dominion to Servitude. There are but few places in it, 


height to the loweſt ſtate of Miſery, and from 


which in our time deſerve the name of Cities; at moſt 
bat Patraſſo in Achaia, Modon and Coron in Meſſenta, 
Malvaſia in Laconia, and Napoli in Argolis, or now 
corruptly Romania, all upon the Sea-ſide. There are 
ſome more old Fortreſſes, which we may mention upon 


occaſion, and ſome few new-built by the Turks. One of 


theſe, calld Arcadia, is built on the ſide of a Hill in 


Meſſenia, for the defence of a handſome Borough there, 
that has taken its name from the Gulph of Cipariſe, 
inſtead of its own, ys call'd Zarnata, to cur

their 
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the Mainots. This Point of Land in Laconia, divided 
in the middle by the Center of the Gulphs of Meſſe- 
25a and Laconica, contains the upper and lower Mai- 


na. There ſtood the antient Leuckra, a Colony of the 
Beotians, about which the Meſſenians and Spartans had 


always bloody Conteſts. Both the one and the other 


hem in between ſixty and ſeventy miles of high Moun- 


tains, inhabited by a People accuſtom'd to Poverty, 


| paring in their Diet, ſwift in Motion, and expert in 
1 


the uſe of their Arms. Thus they never deſcend to 
the Plains but with their Scimitars by their ſides, and 
Helmets on their heads; glorying that they are Lace- 


demonians, and live according to the Rules of Lycurgus 
their Legiſlator. The Inhabitants of Maina make a Pro- 


feſſion of the Chriſtian Faith; they are about 20000 


Souls, and there are not above 100000 Greeks more in 


the whole Kingdom of the Morea. Perhaps tis more 


from the ill Diſcipline amongſt them, than from their 


_ Natures, that the Turks look upon them to be a lying 


and perfidious People. | It is either becauſe they are 
impatient of Labour, or from the Thinneſs' of the In- 


habitants in compariſon to the Extent of the Land, 
__ the Earth is not ſo well cultivated as it ought 
to be. . 


Ihe Troops of the Republick being landed, in or- 


der to form the Siege of Coron; this Place was an an- 


tient Colony of the Thehans, which in the Diviſion of 


the Empire fell to the ſhare of the Emperors of Greece, 


and after the Conqueſt of Conſtantinople became ſubject 


to the Venetians; who continued in the quiet poſſeſſion 
of it, till Bajazer the Second, in the Year 1500, ra- 


'viſh'd it from them. About forty Years after, Andrea 


Doria took it for the Emperor Charles V. but it ſoon 


return'd under the dominion of the Turks. Moroſini 


found it well ſupply'd with Ammunition and Artillery, 


with 900 Turks, and with many more native Greeks and 


Jem, able to bear Arms, that made up a good Gariſon. 


They entertain'd ſo fix d a Reſolution to maintain the 


Place to the utmoſt extremity, that a Turk, who ad- 
vis d them in the very beginning to quit it, was cruelly 
impaled by them in the ſight of the Army upon the 


Coron e- Walls. One of the firſt things the Count de Sr. Paul 
| freged by did, after landing the Troops, wherein he had no op- 
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the Vene. poſition, was to diſpatch Peter Ceclina with his Ultra- 
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marines to ſeize upon a Suburb, conſiſting of five hun- 


dred Houſes, ſituate on the ſhore on the left fide of 


the Place; while he himſelf went and encamp'd over 


againſt the great Tower of the Caſtle. The Beſiegers 
pitch'd upon two places in particular to carry on their 
Attacks, one againſt the foreſaid Tower, and the other 


on the right towards the upper 850 of the place. This 


was committed to the care of the Malteſe, and the 


| other to the Sclavonians, who had the conveniency of 


the Suburbs to fix their Quarters. Two days were 
ſpent in making the, Trenches, which took in the Paſ- 


ſage from one Sea to another: but the Captain-General 
quickly took methods to bring them to a narrower 
compaſs. Some Gallies were commanded to watch the 
 mo#ons of the Turkiſh Ships, and to hinder the Eſcape 


of a Tartan and a Galliot that lay in the Port. Hoſti- 
lities were begun by the Fleet, which fired from the 


Sea-ward upon the Tower. The Induſtry of the Be- 
ſiegers overcame the difficulties of bringing the Artil- 


{ery to the three Batteries they erected, through ſtee 
and rough ways: but the four Mortars planted on both 
ſides, and which play'd night and day upon the Town, 


ſtruck the greateſt terror in the Beſieged; the Bombs 


that were thrown, filling the place with Ruins, Burn- 
ings, and Deſolation. However, they made a Sally 


on the Quarters of the Sclavonians; but being bravely . 


repuls'd, they ſeem'd to have no encouragement to re- 
peat it, Now news being brought into the Camp, 
that Calib the Seraskier and Muſtapha Baſſa were draw- 
ing Men together, with a deſign to ſuccour the Be- 
ſieged, and ſome Troops appearing in the fight of the 


Town upon a Hill, either to animate the Beſieged, or 


to diſturb the Works, almoſt as ſoon as the Siege was 
form'd; it was the opinion of the Captain-General and 


the Count of St. Paul, that Biſomonte a French Engi- 


neer ſhould build a Redoubt, ſurrounded with a Ditch 
and, a Cover'd-Way, for ſecuring.a Communication 
between their Lines: which was ſoon finiſh'd, and a 
hundred Men. put into it. Now tho the Tyrks were 
worſted in two Attempts they ſoon made, one upon 
the Trenches, and another upon the Redoubt; yet 
the Seraskier being not at all diſcouraged, drew 'toge- 
ther a Body of between three and four thouſand Horſe 
and Foot, and adyancing within piſtol-ſhot: of the

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1685. Lines, this excited differgat ſorts of Paſſions in the 


Minds of the Chriſtian ®, but their numbers being 
leſſen'd by Sickneſs and the Fatigues they underwent, 
the thoughts of their Danger ſeem'd moftly to prevail: 
whereas the Beſieged at the ſight of their Friends with- 
out were mightily elated, and making a ſmall Sally on 
the Quarters of the Malteſe, ſet fire to the Gallery of 
the Mine, and did ſome Execution. But the Generals 
and other Officers no way diſcouraged with the loſs, 
order'd an Aſſault to be made after the Mine of the 
Malteſe was ſprung ; but being balk'd herein, becauſe 
the Mine, for what reaſon is not certainly known, 
had not had the deſired effect, yet the Tayks without 
being appriz'd of the Deſign by the Concuſſion it made, 
ran furiouſly to Arms, and: attack'd the Redoubt with 
great Bravery, and at the firſt Onſet made themſelves 
maſters of it. The blame of this loſs was thrown upon 
Major Antheni Balbi, who commanded there. The 
Barbarians, encouraged with the eaſineſs of this Acqui- 
lition, deſcended in a Body to proſecute the Victory 
with the Demolition of the Lines, and the Overthrow 
of the Chriſtian Army; but the Malteſe, the Dra- 
goons, and the foreign Auxiliaries, drawing out to face 
them, when they had charg'd them with their Fire- 
Arms, they came to their Swords, and attack'd them 
with ſo much Bravery, that being no longer able to with- 
ſtand them, they were beat ont of theRedoubt. Above 
300 Turks were (lain on the ſpot, ſeven of their chief 
Officers, and the principal Commander of the Spahies. 
The number of their Wounded was much greater, 
and they loſt twenty Colours, and a good many Arms. 
It was reported, that Caliþ the Seraskier was among 
the number of the Slain ; but the truth was, that a 
Fit of an Apoplexy had deprived him of his Life the 
day before the Action. On the Chriſtians fide, the 
loſs of the Commendador La Tour, General of the 
Malteſe, cauſed univerſal Lamentation z who after 
having ever given proofs of ſingular Valour, and in 
this Action in particular contributed very much to the 
Victory, when he went to take ſome breath, a Bar- 
rel of Gunpowder that lay near him, accidentally took 
fire, and blew him into a Manſion of eternal Reſt. 
Three more of the Knights of the Order, Governour 
Ceclina before mention d, and a hundred Soldiers, died 

l ; in 
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in this Action, and many more were wounded, Of 


all the Officers of the foreign Troops, three only came 
off without being wounded ; the reſt wore honourable 


Marks of the Enemies Swords, The Dragoons, with 
their Colonel the Marquiſs Grimaldi Courbon, a Native 
of Avignon, ſupported by a freſh Detachment of Men 


from the Fleet, fought with equal Valour, 


This ill Succeſs abated nat at all the Courage of the 


Beſieg d, while the Captain-General being join'd by + |

Pilander, (fo named by the French, who were the 

Inventors of it) wherein he planted Mortars, he order'd 
they ſhould dire& their Bombs to that part of the 
Town, whither it was believ'd the People retired for 
their greater Security, By Land it was alſo thought 
proper, by the help of a Gallery, to a oe to the 
Wall, and to raiſe a Battery. The Me teſe continu'd 
their Attack now under the command of the Chevalier 
Barra, aſſiſted by the Engineer Verneda, till he was 
wounded with a Musket-Ball in the Knee. The Cap- 
tain-General likewiſe thought it adviſable to make the 
Redoubt ſtill ſtronger, the rather becauſe he under- 


*tood by two Turk;þ Deſerters, that they were diſ- 
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s'd to make another Aſſault upon it, their Army be- 


ing reinforc'd with 1300 Foot; that is, 1000 ſet on 
ſhore by the Captain-Baſſa, in ſpite of the Venetian 
Squadron that watch'd and purſud them, and 300 
from Patraſſo. Now while the Chriſtians were ſtrength-

ſlaughter. Heaven ſeem'd to have infatuated the Turks 


on this occaſion ; for according to the unanimous Re- 
port of Priſoners and freed Slaves, they had no leſs 


than 10000 Men, and 2000 Pioneers there. | 

The Venetians having made great Rejoicings for 
this Victory both by Sea and Land, the Captain-Gene- 
ral ſummon'd the Gariſon to ſurrender, but in vain; 


ſo that the Siege went on, and the Chriſtians having. 


at laſt put 250 Barrels of Powder into a Mine made 
under the great Tower, by the direction of Engineer 
Baſſignani, the ſame was ſprung with ſuch a terrible 
ſhock, that it made a large breach, thought practica- 
ble enough for an Aſſault ; which was preſently under- 
taken both here and. at the Malteſe Quarter, who a 
little before had made a breach on their fide. Theſe 
laſt ſucceeded not in their Attack, but the other having 
1 the midſt of their Breach, ſoon cover'd them; 

They loſt 3co Men in 
this Action, beſides a great many wounded, of which 
number was the Prince of Savoy, the Marquiſs of Cour- 
bon, and 27 Knights of Malta, beſides three that were 
ſlain.

Place ſeem'd to be wholly deſolate, and as it were but 
a frightful Churchyard. The Slaughter ceaſed with the 
riſing of the Sun; and the Captain-General cou'd ſcarce 
find left 200-Men fit for the Gallies, and of the Wo- 
men, Children and Moors about 1200 ſurviv'd : thoſe 


that had been put to the Sword having been com- 


puted at 3000. They found 128 pieces of Cannon in 
the Place, of which 86 were Braſs ; and there were 
likewiſe - plenty of Proviſion and Ammunition in 
The Captain-General having given Orders to repair

their Squadrons, and the reſt were broke a ſecond 


time. Being aware of their danger, the Turks in gene- 
ral bent their force againſt the right Wing, in hopes 


to flank and break them, which perhaps had ſucceeded, 
if the Duke had not ſoon perceived their deſign, and 


| Tendred it of no effect, by redoubling the Fire of the 


firſt Line upon them as they advanced. Orders being 
given to the Count de Dune wald to advance with ſome 
Squadrons and Battalions that were neareſt at hand of 
the ſecond Line, he readily obey d; and the Elector ad- 
_ vancing, as it were, in the very fame inſtant, this 
wrought ſuch Confuſion among the Ottoman Troops, 
that they blindly filed into the moſt miry part of the 


Moraſs, and being pur ſued by a Detachment of Hunga- 
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rians, Croats, and ſome Squadrons of Horſe and Dra- _ + 
goons, above 2000 of them periſh'd there, They en- 
deayour'd however to recover the Blow, and drew to- 
gether on firm ground; but the Duke advancing with 
his Army beyond the Moraſs by the ſame ways the 
Turks had taken, renew'd the Impreſſions of their 

Fears, and made them abandon their Camp, To the 
Glory of the Victory, we may add the Booty obtain'd 
by the Chriſtians, conſiſting of Tents, three and twen- 
ty Pieces of Cannon, ſome Mortars, forty Standards, 
and good ſtore of Ammunition. The Seraſquier retreat- 
ing with the utmoſt expedition to Buda, where he 
drew together the ſcatter'd Remains of his Army, he 
was deſirous to throw the blame of his ill Succeſs upon 
others; and therefore caus'd ſeveral Officers to be 
ſtrangled, under ee they had not done their 
Duty. He was the more enraged, becauſe he faw ; 
Newhauſel reduced to the utmoſt extremity. Count 
Caprara had indeed carry'd on the Siege with ſuch in- 
defatigable Application, and the Breaches were made 
ſo wide, that he wanted nothing but the Conſent of 
the General to give an Aſſault. The Duke agreed, 
only he required he ſhould firſt let the Beſieged know, 
as it afterwards happen'd, that the Seraſquier was rout- 
ed, and that it was impoſſible they ſhould be reliev'd. 

Five thouſand Foot were order'd to be ready, two of 
which were to mount the Breach by the Ruins of the 
two Bulwarks; the reſt were the Reſerve. Thirty fix 

Pieces of large Cannon having ruin'd ſome Para- 
pen and Paliſades, with which the Infidels' the night

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Ihe Turks, defeated as before, having now loſt Vice. Turks ſeek = 
grade and quitted Novigrade, leſt worſe Misfortunes Peace in 
might yet befall them, one Achmet Celebi, who had vain, 
the year before been taken priſoner by Heuſler, and 
afterward ranſom'd, was by the Seraſquier ſent with a 
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Letter to the General, full of Inſinuations of Peace; 
that both of them would be celebrated throughout the 


World as the Authors of Repoſe to the People, and 


that he had ſent a Perſon to carry on a Treaty. The 


Duke, to cut his hopes ſhort, repiy d, That he was to 


make uſe of his Arms in defence of the Emperor's Do- 
minions, unjuſtly invaded ;, and that if the Sultan de- 
fired a Peace, he ſhould ſend his Propoſals to Vienna, 
where the Emperor reſided. However, Celeb; return'd 
ſoon after into the Camp, under pretence of ranſom- 


ing ſome Priſoners, but was diſmiſs'd by the Duke with- 


out any further encouragement.

But Caprara receiving news that it was upon the point

it. Caprara flatter'd himſelf that Caſſovia, which had

Tokayand her eyes, As Tokay and Kalo, upon the ſight of his 
Kalo ſub- Troops, readily admitted of Gariſons, it was with the 
mit to the ſame hopes that he diſpatch'd a Herald to the Walls of 

Emperor. Caſſovia, to promiſe them Pardon upon their Submiſ-

Fire and Sword. They were no ways affrighted at the 
opening of the Trenches; the Place being well for- 
tify'd, the Gariſon ſtrong, the Autumn come, and Te- 
eli drawing Troops together to relieve them.

When he had taken poſſeſſion of the Place, their cagyyia +

example; as Patak, Unguar, Recotz, and ſome ſmaller guar, ec. 
Caſtles that had been perverted by the Suggeſtions of ſubmit co 
Tekels.: which enhaunced the Merit and Applauſe of the Em- 
the General. Rs beror, 
Fortune alſo favour'd the Endeavours of General 
Merci and Heuſler, who advancing as far as the Con- 
fluence of the Zagyna and Theyſſe, where ſtands Zol- 
not, which for 133 years had languiſh'd under Turkih 
Miſery ; the Commander, ſurpriz d at the unexpected 
Attack, deſerted the Place, broke the Bridge behind 
him, and fled with his Gariſon; which being purſu d 
by the Hungarians and German Horſe, were moſt of 
them taken priſoners or ſlain.

The Expedition of Count Ley in Lower Hungary . 
was not ſo conſiderable. Solyman the Magnificent, when 
with his foot upon the brink of the Grave, was more 
intent than ever to ſwallow up the remainder of Hun- 
gary; and ſo with 25000 Men in a few days built a 
Bridge of 8575 Paces in length, over a Moraſs on the 
North fide of the Drave, near the Town of Eſſect; 
thar ſo- the March of the powerful Armies which he - 
led might be the leſs incommoded. Leſtey caſt his eye 
as far as that place, and deſign'd to burn it, in hopes he 
might ſhut up the Gate of the Kingdom againit the 
Turks, or at leaſt render their Entrance into it with a 
great Army difficult. He ſet ont from his Camp at 
Wranitz with 6000 choice Soldiers, with a quick march 
that way, and made no other halt than to take in the 
Laſtle of Micheloz, which ſarrender'd at 4. 
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284 A Compleat Hiſtory of the Turks. B. VI, 
1685. Being come within fight of Eſeck, he found the Baſſa 
1 of Poſſega in the Plain before him, as it were challen- 
Leſley de- ging him to battel. Le/ey ſcorning to decline the En- 
. feats the gagement, immediately divided his Men into three 
Baſſa of Bodies ; the Barbarians being puſh'd and put to flight 
Poſſega. at the firſt Onſet, Having thus clear'd' his way to the 
Town, and not thinking the Siege at that time practi. 
cable, he turn'd aſide to the famous Bridge aforeſaid, 
and burnt and deſtroy d a great part of it. Neither 
were the Provinces of Baſnia and Corbavia exempt from

And to conclude the Campaign with a com- 
pleat Happineſs, the Baſſa, being inflamed with Re-

Ai Che. but his head had been cut off by Ibrahim three days be- 
"a. fore the Order came. This Perſon had been in the 
greateſt Employ ments in the Empire for the ſpace of 
| . and done very ſignal Services to it: among 
others, he was once Tefterdar or Lord Treaſurer, and 
was ſent Baſſa to Grand Cairo, which is an Office of 
the higheſt degree amongſt. the Turks. Having re- 
main'd the uſual time of three Years in that Govern- 
ment, he was recalld and tax d at 600 Purſes of Mo- 
ny; one half of which he preſently paid, and the other 
a few days after, upon penalty of being committed to 
a Priſon, out of Which he was never to be er 
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till Death freed him. He was after that made Baſſa of 


Damaſcus, then of Aleppo, and with his Forces paſs'd by 


Sea to the Siege of Candia. One might have thought 


that his brave and valiant Defence of Buda would have 


atoned for future Misfortunes; or that his Marriage 
with the Grand Signior's [Siſter deceas'd, and after- 
wards with his Aunt, would have been Intereſts ſuffi- 


cient for his Protection: but the Prime Viſier fear'd 


him, and was therefore willing to wreak upon him all 


the Misfortunes of an unhappy Campaign. He wWas 


about eighty Years of Age when he fell, but as robuſt 
and vigorous, as if he were no more than forty.

His Death was much la- 


mented, and eſpecially by thoſe of the Engliſb Nation 


who lived in Turkey, to whom he was very well known; 


and he bore a ſignal Kindneſs and Reſpe& for them, 
eſpecially for that worthy Perſon Sir Jonathan Dawes, 


with whom he cultivated a Friendſhip that was ex- 
traordinary and uncommon in a Mahometan towards

t the time when Bajazer, together with Aodon 
and Cron fituated in the ſame Province, uſurped it 
from the Republick of Venice, call'd Zonchio, of which 

Name there are now no Remains left. It was built in 
that part of Meſſenia that faces the Weſt, not far di- 
ſtint to the South.

No Kain ſcarce fell in all that Seaſon to qualify the 


Heat of the Weather, and to water the Earth, fo 
that he was neceſſitated to take a winding March 
towards the Pruth, to get Water for Men and Horſe. 
To heighten the Extremity of the Poles, the Tartars 
ſet the Country on fire, and the Graſs and other things 
being very dry, the Flames ſpread far arid near; and 
the Poles, that their march might not be ſtopped, were 
obliged to quench them.

unheard-of Licence, turning towards him, dal 
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that his Errors had drawn the diſpleaſure of Heaven 
upon them; that his Predeceſſors, who were fa- 
mous in Arms, had, with Scimeters in their Hands, 
extended the Religion of their Prophet; but that he 
confin'd his Glory to. the chaſing of wild Beaſts, lea- 


ving the Care of the Government and his Armies to 


the management of others ; that having greedily col- 


lected much Mony, he either buried it in his Coffers, 


or ſquandered it in feeding his Dogs, and in the ſenſual 


Pleaſures of the Seraglio; and that being too much ad- 
dicted to vile Repoſe, he was unfit to govern.

the * to his Palace. He thereupon began to ſhew 

Hoderation in his Sports of Hunting and Luxury; 
ſome of the Viſiers on the Bench, who are Counſellors 


of State, were now warm'd with Zeal enough to ſug- 


geſt that Mahomet ought to be dethron'd, and that his 
Brother Solyman, or Son Muſtapha, ſhould be advanc'd 
in hisſtead, but the Change was adjudged to be incon- 


venient; and it was moſt adviſable that the Sultan 
ſhould open his Coffers, and to. ſatisfy the Clamour of 
the People, go to head the Army in Hungary. As 


this wWas promiſed and not perform'd, ſo the former 


Wealth was wanted to ſupply the occaſions of the 
War: all the Mony the Sultan had in his Coffers was 
made uſe of; but that not being ſufficient, the moſt 


valuable Jewels of the Crown were ſold: Commiſſaries 


were diſpatched into the Provinces, to invite the Subjects 


to a liberal Contribution of their own Mony, out of the 
love they bore to their Country. Another Supply was 
to be drawn from the Revenues of the Church, which 
were to be diminiſhed, as the Sultan had a mind to do in 
the beginning of the War, and was now the more intent 
upon it on account of the Neceſſity of the State, and 
from a Sting of Revenge upon the Interpreters of the 
Law, on account of the before-mention'd Invective. A 


Council being held in his Preſence to invigorate theſe 


Projects, the Mufti oppoſed this laſt with all his 


might, | 
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might, but in vain; and in obedience to the Imperial 
Mandate, till which time the Religious had bane fred 
from Taxes, thro the Veneration the People had for 
them, and the favour of the Soldiery now far diſtant, 
Mahomet ſoon degraded the Mufti, and baniſhed him to 
Scio, to puniſh his Refractorineſs, or rather to appeaſe 
the People who hated him, becauſe he concurred in 
Opinion with the Prime Viſier Cara Muſtapha, un- 
juſtly as well as unhappily to violate the Truce. 
The Prime Viſier, who under pretence of Neceſſity 
tarried at Belgrade, and thought it ſafer for him to be

« Maſter's Service; but that the Viſiers, his Prede- 5 en, 
© ceſſors, having ſaſtain'd great ſhocks. in the Sieges 
© and Battels they 'had fought, all the Veteran Troops 
© were in a manner deſtroyed; and that ſuch a. pa- 
© nick Fear had ſeizd thoſe now on foot, that he 
© could not promiſe himſelf Succeſs, anſwerable to 
© his Wiſhes; and that, in order to give ſome Re- 
< ſpite to the Empire, and diſcipline their Troops, 
© he thought ſome time of reſt might be advantageous 
Alexander Mauro Cordato was employ'd, tho with- 
out Succeſs, about this grand Affair of Peace, which 
the Sultan had agreed ſhould be in the power of the 
Viſier to conclude; who ſent his own Son to Herman 
Marquiſs of Baden, Preſident of the Council of War 
at Vienna, with a Letter, wherein he declared his 
| "Concern for the Breach, and Tenderneſs for the poor 
3 Subjects of both Empires; that if the Emperor had 
any Inclination to a Treaty, as ſoon as a Miniſter 
ſhould be appointed to treat, he would impart the 
„ fame to his Maſter, and nothing ſhould be wanting to 
. reſtore the Publick Tranquillity. To which the Preſi- 
| dent, after ſome Conſultation about it, made anſwer, 
That the Truce had been violated ſeveral ways be- 
fore the Declaration of War; that the Emperor had 
entred into a Confederacy with Poland and the Re- 
publick of Venice; that if the Port was really deſi. 
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rous of a Peace, they ought to ſhew it by propoſing 
reaſonable Terms to each of the Allies, and to proceed 
with Sincerity ; which did not hitherto appear, by their 
continuing their Protection to the Rebel Teteli. This 
Anſwer having not been made till the Emperor had 
imparted it to the Poles and Yenetians, the Poles aſ- 
ſured the Imperial Embaſſador of their King's Con-

The Seraſquier had cauſed Intrenchments to 
be caft up on the adjacent Shore, and ſome Redoubts 
to oppoſe an Enemy's landing: but neglecting to ſecure 
a low and mooriſh Piece of Ground, this was preſently 
diſcover'd by the Yenetians, who made no delay to 
land their Troops there. The Seraſquier, who lay

While that illu- 
ſtrious Republick ſubſiſted, the Mouth of it was de- 
fended by a ſquare Tower, and other Works, the 
footſteps of whoſe Foundations are ſtill in being. 
Pericles prompted to it by the Peloponneſian War, 
built here a thick Wall 40 Cubits high, and five Miles 
long from the Sea to the City of Athens, to Which 
the Pyræus adjoins. Having been burnt and ruined 
by Sylla, Moroſini found no other Guard here, fave a 
fine lifeleſs Lion cut in Marble, which has aboliſh'd the 
old Name, and communicated his own to the Port. 
The Troops were ſoon landed, and a report came that 
the Greek Inhabitants of the Town, or rather of the 
Suburbs, being defenceleſs, fled away; and that the 
Turks ſhut themſelves up in the Citadel, which accord- 


a Deſcrip-ing to the old natural Idiom, is call'd Acropolis. It 
tion of A- ſtands upon a ſteep Rock facing to the Weſt, on 
cropolis. which ſide you enter into it. It's of an irregular 


form; for as thoſe parts of it that face the Eaſt and 


South incline to be ſquare, ſo the other do to be 


pointed. There are two Eminencies of an equal height 
and equally diſtant from it; that to the South-Weſt 
called Muſeus, and the other to the North-Weſt 
Ancheſmar, but this laſt is difficult to be mounted. 
Coningſmark, in the mean time, marching ſuddenly 


in the Morning, incamped under the Citadel, and 


erected two Batteries, one of four to the Eaſt, and 
another of eight Guns to the Weſt, which were drawn 
thither by the Galley-Slaves with extreme difficulty. It 
ſeems the Gariſon flattering themſelves with the Neigh- 


- bourhood of the Seraſquier, who hovered about Thebes, 


and with the ſtrong Situation of the Place, for ſome time 
defigned to ſtand upon their Defence; but they were 
ſoon undeceived as to the firſt, for having detached 


ſome 
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ſome Troops to approach the Place, they were terri- 
fied at the firſt appearance of the Chriſtian's Horſe, and 
ſoon turning their backs retired, or rather fled to their 
former Stations, Failing of external Help, a fatal 
Accident happen'd, which ſo terrified. the Gariſon, 
that they made * to ſurrender. the Place. Amongſt 
the famous and learned Memorables in and about A- 
thens, there was the Temple of Minerva, called Par- 
thenon by Pauſanias, the Wonder of Art and of Time 
as having withſtood the devouring Teeth of Ages, o 
ſo many Wars and Viciſtitudes. It was built in the 
' midſt: of the Citadel, twice as long as broad, with a 
round Portico ſupported by 46 large Pillars, and an 
Antiporch, a magnificent Structure; the Frontiſpiece 
was adorn'd with Figures and Sculptures, done by 
the beſt Maſters in Athens, which drew on them 
the Eyes of all Beholders, and with the Admiration of 
the Workmanſnip confounded the Veneration there 
repreſented to the Deity. Within the Temple there 
were two Orders of Marble Pillars, 23 above, and 
22 below, which made it appear very majeſtick; and 
at the ſame: time ſtruck a ſacred awe into Men's 
Minds, becauſe that according to the Cuſtom of the 
Heathen, no Light entred into it but thro the Porch, - 
which was likewiſe darkned by the Antiporch. When 
Chriſtianity prevailed, it was converted to a Church, 
without any material Alteration 5 and when Maho- 
net the Second took Athens, he turned it into a Moſque, 
and ſo it was till the time of this Siege. Now the 
Gariſon finding the Beſiegers ply them with Bombs, 
they made a Magazine of it, and depoſited their Am- 
munition therein; but a Bomb falling on the Roof, and 
breaking thro, ſet the Powder on fire, demoliſhed 
part of the ſtately Building, and killed 200 Perſons y, netians 
and more there. This ſoon inclin'd the Gariſon to ca- ate A.

The loſs of Sig in Dalmatia had a r ee. been 
broiling in the ſtomach of Atlaglick Baſſa of Boſnia, 


who ſtudied all the ways he could think of to recover 


it; he had as early as April got I0000 Men together, 
with whom he laid ſiege to it. The Gariſon con- 
ſifted of 500 reſolute Men, commanded by the Pro- 
veditor- Bollani: the Baſſa thinking it his moſt adviſa- 
ble way to attack the outer part of it call'd Carla, 
after he had open d a way with his Cannon, he pre- 


pared for an Aſſault; but being twice repulſed, and 
informed that the Fleet would ſoon approach, and ſup- 


-ply the Place with all neceſſary Aſſiſtance, he drew 


off, and made ſo much ſpeed to paſs the River, that 


the Morlaques whom Cornaro dilpatched to inſult his 
Rear could not come up with him. 
More memorable was the Siege of Caſtelnuovo on 


the part of the Chriſtians. Proveditor-General Car- 


naro laid before the Senate the aptneſs of the Conjunc- 
ture to deſtroy that Neſt of Corſairs on the Adriatict, 
and to take a Place ſo reputable for its Situation, Con- 


ſequences, and Fame. He had with much Induſtry | 


drawn Troops together, and alſo many of the Natives 
of the Province; but the Force was not equal to the 
Deſign, and therefore it was neceſſary he ſhould be 
ſupply'd with Mony, have leave to draw together 3 or 
4000 Chriſtians out of the Province of Erxegovina to

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utmoſt Induſtry he could ever uſe could not get all things 
ready for the Enterprize before the 27th of Auguft. - 

aftelnuovo ſtands within the Mouth of the Canal of Caſtle- 
Cataro, It lies, as it were, over againſt the Entrance nuovo 
into it, upon the deſcent of a craggy kind of Hill, and/#r# d. 
rounding as far as the Sea- Shore, on one ſide of which 
it is defended by a Platform capable of a Royal Bat- 
tery. It's of an oblong form, and a ſtrong Wall di- 
vides it a-croſs into the lower and upper Town, both 
which are ſurrounded with old thick Walls with- 
out any Rampire, and having Towers at convenient 
diſtances from one another. At the top ſtands a 
-ſmall Caſtle that commands the Town; but there is 
this defe& attends it, that all the Works are to be 
ſeen and commanded from the Hills round it. For 
this reaſon it was that the Spaniards in 1538, when 
they united their Arms with thoſe of the Republick, 
and took it, erected, in order to ſecure it, but in vain, 
about half a Mile higher, a ſtrong Fort well rampiered 
with four large Towers at the Angle, which had a 
Communication with the Town, and overlooked it. 
Its Territories to the North-Weft' extend as far as 
Zarina bordering upon Kaguſa, and the Valleys of 
Trebigna, Coronich and Popovich, on the North-Eaft to 
Gracovo;, and on the Eaſt to Prijano, which fell under 
the Dominion of Yenice in the beginning of the preſeht 
War. The Fleet approaching to the Shore on the Eaſt 
fide, at a point of Land call'd Combur; the Soldiers 
landed to the number of 8500 Men, who were after- 
wards reinforced not only with the Horſe and Mor- 
lagues, but alſo with 300 Foot of the Tuſcan Troops 
under the Command of Cancellieri, The Turks at- 
tempted to oppoſe their landing, and fired very 
briskly, eſpecially on a Battalion of the Pope's Troops 

and of the Malteſe. The Inequality of Numbers did 

not at all daunt the Minds of the Auxiliaries; but they 
advanced in good Order and Courage againſt the Infi- 
dels, and after a long diſpate for ſome hours, and ob- 
ſtinate Skirmiſhes, .the Valour of the Chriſtians pre. 
vailed; who being ſupported by the Cannon of the 
' Gallies and Galliots, and ſuſtain'd by the Venetian 
Troops, had the honour to force the Barbarians to 
retreat. Nevertheleſs the Turks would not yet be ſhut 
up within the Place; but having fortify'd themſelves

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1687. within ſome Houſes, and upon Mount Santa Veneran- 


da on the right ſide next to Cattaro, they annoy'd the 


Aſſailants in ſuch a manner, that they held them in 
play for ſeven days: but then retiring, General St. Paul 


erected one Battery in the Plain, and another on the 


top of Santa Veneranda, with which he ſeverely han- 


dled the Houſes within the place; while the Provedi- 
tor-General gave orders that the Bomb-Veſſels, and two 
Ships with Ordnance, ſhould move near, and fire on 
the Front of the Town to the Sea-ward, The Beſieged, 
far from being terrify'd, anſwer'd their Fire from the 
Walls, and made frequent Sallies, with which they 
incommoded the Camp. Cornaro wanted not informa- 
tion of the Number and Quality of the Beſieged; and 
twenty Chriſtians, who had the guard of an advanced 
Tower, deſerted it, and reported that the Comman- 


der of Caſtelnuovo was a Man of Valour, and had i000 


brave Soldiers under him ; that he had plenty of Am- 


munition, and expected relief from the neighbouring 


Baſſa's. Having a confirmation of theſe Particulars by 
an intercepted Letter, and his Lines having not yet 
been finiſh'd by reaſon of the Rains which fell, and 
withal doubting left on the left fide, whither the bad 
ways would not allow him to paſs behind the Town, 


the Turks might attempt to throw in Succours; the 


Proveditor conducted the Gallies and Galliots to that 
Shore with Troops, and projected another landing 
there, which was done without any great oppoſition 
from the Enemy: and they ſeized ſome Poſts, in order 
to extend the Siege likewiſe to that Quarter. The 
Malteſe not content with their Station, would with- 
out their General's Orders, and in a confus d Heap, 
extend themſelves further: which being obſerv'd by 
the Turks, they were encouraged to make a Sally with 
their Scimeters in their hands, and ſupported with a 
terrible Fire from their Musketeers, by which they 
forc'd them from their new acquired Poſts. The 
Knights of the Order encouraging their Men to reco- 


ver _ five of them were ſlain, and thirteen woun- 
id 


- ded ;, beſides twenty five Soldiers kill'd, and ſeventy 
five wounded. The Place nevertheleſs was attack'd on 
both ſides by Land, and at the fame time by Sea; but it 
could have been wiſh'd they had done it with a little 
more Vigour : and the Relaxation was imputed to the 
advanced Age of General Sr, Paul.

Ihe expoſing the Heads of their {lain Friends next 
Morning to the Beſieged, could not incline them to 
ſurrender; and their Anſwer to the Summons Was, 
That it, was time yet. to fight, and not to think of 
yielding. The Proveditor being inform'd, that Soly- 
man Baſſa of Albania had a mind to try. whether. 
could relieve the Place, he diſpatch d Duodo with ſome 
Ships to the Coaſt of Dulcigno, with orders to make a 
feint of landing ſome Troops there; while the Batte- 
ries both of Cannon and Mortars continu'd to play on 
the Town, without intermiſſion, by which at laſt; 
breach was made of forty paces in the Curtain, which 
ſeem'd to encourage the Beſiegers to an Aſſault: but 
they found that the Stones from the top of the Wall, 
which was beat down by the Artillery, had form da 
kind of a Platform, which hindred the lower part from 
falling, and made the Entrance impaſſable.

who were weary enough of the Fatigue, and that it 


would be no difficult thing to perſuade them to deſert. 


The Proveditor | careſs'd, encourag'd, and promis'd 


them not only their Liberty, but Rewards, if they 


would accompliſn any conſiderable Deſertion.

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ſeck, the Elector of Bavaria kept on the other fide 
oppolite to him; but the Rains which had fallen 
made his March incommodious. The firſt. thing the 
Duke did, was to order the Forts erected there at the 
head of the. Bridge to be deſtroy'd. It was a work 
that required both Valour and Blood to effect; but the 
Defendants being at laſt beaten, they ſet fire to. the 
whole, and ruining a ſtrong Work, the labour of 
many Months, the Chriſtians thought they had a 
way open'd for them to come up to the Prime Viſier, 
who, according to ſome Advices, was at Eſſect, but 
others ſaid at Peterwaradin. The Viſier indeed, with 
an Army of 70000 Men, having paſſed the Save near 
Belgrade, had fixed his Camp at Petermaradin; where 
by the means of his Bridges on the Danube, having 
as it were an eye, to the Security both of the Upper 
and Lower Hungary, he could obſerve the Motions-of 
the Chriſtians, and ſend Succours where he ſaw need- 
fal ; but reſolved not to fight without manifeſt Ad- 
vantage. When he had Advice from his Spies, that 
the Duke had taken the way of Efeck, he fortified 
his Camp with ſo much Art, that he believed he could 
thereby either be able to conſume the Chriſtian Army, 
reds © them to a very hazardous Engagement : he 
began his Works with a Half. Moon on the Right upon 
the Banks of the Drave, with 2000 Foe in front, 
fortified with a very large Ditch, and of the depth of 
a Pike's length, and 100 Cannon; he encamped un- 
Ne Walls of the Town and Caſtle, which ſecured 
Now the Duke and the Elector having joined their 
Armies, making 70000 Men, they paſſed over without 
much Reſiſtance, and began to draw up the Army in 
Battle-array, tho with. great difficulty by reaſon of a 
thick Wood, which in the ſight of Eſſect hinder'd the 
well-diſpoling them. The Viſier declining to engage, 
nothing more hapned than a few Skirmiſhes, to the diſ- 
advantage of the Croats ; ſo that the impregnableneſs 
of the Viſier's Camp. pat the Chriſtian Generals to 
conſider, in a Council of War, what they had more to 
do. It was agreed. they ſhould retreat, and. ſuch Diſ- 
oſitions were made, that it was done in the very 
ight of the Barbarians, in broken Grounds and Paſſage 
over. the River, with fo much Caution and excellent 


y Diſpo- 
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Diſpoſition, that the Impreſſions the Infidels pretended 
to make upon their Rear, commanded by the Elector, 
fignified nothing. However, the Viſier triumphed, 
and ſent his Letters up and down the Country, to ani- 
mate the Muſſulmen, and let them know that he had 
beaten and put the Imperialiſts to flight ; and fix days 
after, paſſing the Drave, he went and encamped at 
Darda, defended ' with . Moraſſes, and very ſtrong 
Works. The Duke lay in the Neighbourhood of Mohatz 
over - againſt Darda: the Duke's Foragers being here 
much incommoded by the Tartars, he pretended to 
be in fear of the Enemy by his Motions, and marched 
at laſt towards the Mountains of Arſen, on the Weſt 
of Siclos. The Turks would not let this Motion of 
the Chriſtians paſs unmoleſted; for they attacked the 
Van, where the Duke was, with between five and 
6000 Horſe; and the Rear, commanded by the E- 

lector, with a like number. The Turks were bravely 
repulſed, when Night approach'd : but the Chri- 
ſtians reſuming their March on the 12th of Au- 
guſt by break of day toward Siclos, with a defign to | 


_ ®fave the Gariſon of that Caſtle, and to demoliſh 


it, being of Opinion it could not be able to with- 
ſtand the Power of the Turks in the Neighbourhood, 
the Viſier was perſuaded that the Chriſtians were 
upon the flight, and therefore he ſent freſh Detach- 
ments to attack their Rear and Baggage. The Van- 
. had ſcarce arrived at the opening of the Plain, 
but 10000 Spahis and 5000 Janizaries appeared in march 
to attack the Rear. The Janizaries having ſeized a 
ſmall Eminence, no more than 800 Paces diſtant, con- 
tinually fired upon the laſt Files; and then the Spahis 
took this opportunity to come and attack them with

and tho he was wholly ignorant of the Affairs of State, 
and the Arts of Government, he was publickly inangy: 
rated with the Solemnity of the Scimeter, which the 
Mufti girt to his fide. He went on board a gilded Bri- 
gantine at the Gate of the Garden of the Seraglio, 
and being attended by the principal Members of the 
Divan, was conducted to a ſtately Moſque, call'd A. 
gul, at the bottom of the Port, where he was con- 
firm'd Sultan, and from thence in a moſt pompous Ca- 
valcade return'd to the Imperial Palace, SM 
All People crouded to ſee the Features and Faſhion Solyman's 
of. Solyman, of whoſe Perſon and Abilities, Reports had Perſonand 
already created high ExpeRations, He was of a long, Character. 
lean, pale Viſage, but not of an ungrateful Aſpect. 
His Eyes were full and black, and his Beard was alſo 
black, but ſomewhat griſly. The Qualifications of his 
Mind will beſt appear by the Hiſtory of his Reign; 
but in the mean time it may be obſerved, that the 
Change of the Perſon of the Prince could not be very 
advantageous to the Publick : for what Mahomet did 
out of a remiſs and voluptuous Humour, minding only 
his Diverſions, and leaving the Care and Management 
of all his Affairs to the Conduct of his PUoeny this 


Sultan muſt now do out of neceſſity, being wholly un- 
experienced in the World,' having all his life-time been 
mew'd up in a Chamber, without any other Conyet- 

fation than that of a few Eunuchs, ſome old Women, 

and two or three Hogiaes, or Maſters to aſſiſt him in 
his Studies. As Books were his Entertainment in his 

retired Life, ſo he ſeem'd to have had an affection for 

them, in the chajce he made of Xupriogli for his Fa-

The 
Janizaries confifted of forty thouſand, and the u 
were half as many; who all of them now fell to the 
plundring of the Goods of private Men, and running 
up and doyyn the City, it ſoon became a Wood of Con- 
fluſion and Rapine: they forc'd the Shops, Houſes, and 
Warehouſes of the Citizens, Who did not think their 
own Perſons ſafe for them, To remedy theſe Violen- 
ces, the Viſier could conceive no other method but 
hät was as bad: he impriſon'd all thoſe who were re- 
puted to be mony d Men, and his extravagant Orders 
extended even to the Profeſſors of the Law, who had 
always been exempted from the Exactions, and were 
univerſally reberenced. Some to ftee themſelves from 
the Rigour of the Miniſter „and others that they 
might be protected from the Violences of the Soldiery, 
contributed Gold and Silver to the uſe of the Publick.

flew to the Viſier, demanding Juftice of him, and in- 
deed both the one and the other of them ran great ha- 
zard of their Lives.

formerly been Governour. They would alſo depoſe 
the: Mufti. and Cadeleskar, and put thoſe that had de- 
pendance upon them into their places.

went, before he failed back for Porto Poro, called a 
Council, wherein it was debated whether they ſhould 
attack Candia or Negropont. The old Affection they 
had for Candia, the inreſ 

paredneſs to oppoſe an Aſſault, and a moral cer- 
tainty that they could never miſcarry, inclined many to 
that Enterprize : while others urged, that the remote- 
neſs of the Fleet from the Morea, would not only ex- 
poſe the Country to be invaded by the Seraſquier, but 
that the Neceſlity of defending the Iſthmus with their 
main, Strength, to prevent his Entrance, would dimi- 
niſh the Troops; and then the recovery of ſo ſtrong a 


| Fortreſs, which for three Years held out againſt the 


Prime Viſier, a valiant Commander, and a formidable 
Army, with the effuſion of Rivers of Blood, would 
as it were become deſperate : but for Negropont, they 
ought to conſider its Vicinity, and the advantageous 
Conſequences that would attend the Conqueſt of it 
that it covered the Morea, and that the Turks always 
attacked it fitſt. Count Conmegſmark was againſt the 
beſieging of Negropont, alledging it was not to be 
taken ; that they could always throw Succours into it 
from the Continent, and to prevent that, they ought 
to beat the Enemy without; and that he knew their 
Troops were not numerous enough, ſo as to incamp 
on one fide, and at the fame time to preſs the Siege on

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"that Athens being within the Enemies Country, and 
requiring a large and valiant Gariſon to defend it, 
they ordered it to be demoliſh'd, and ſent the Artil- 
lery, Ammunition and Inhabitants into the Iſles of 
Coluri, Egina, Zant, and the Morea, The Fleet ſet 
fail on the 8th of July towards Negropont : they were 
ſcarce got out of Port, when they met with unhappy 
Preſages of an unfavourable Fortune: a Flemiſhþ hired 
Ship with Soldiers and warlike Stores on. board ſtruck 
upon a Rock, and it was with much difficulty that the 
Men were ſaved; then being encountered with con- 
trary Winds, the Gallies were forced to put in at 
Cape Colonna; but as ſoon as the Wind came fair, they 
made the beſt of their way, and the Doge conſidering 
the neceſſity of a convenient landing Place, approached 
the Shore at a point of Land near a Tower, five Miles 
"diſtant from the City, which guards the narrow 
Mouth of the Channel, or rather Port. Here the 

foreign Troops leaped aſhore, and were followed by 

1000 Malteſe Foot, and ſome other Regiments: Ge- 
ral Coningſmark advanced with zoo Horſe to view a 
Wood, thro the midſt of which the Army muſt march 
to form the Siege. The Turks, tho more numerous 
within the Town, either durſt not, or would not face 
him, any otherwiſe than with ſlight Skirmiſhes. So that 
the Chriſtians returned to their Camp, and poſted 
"themſelves in ſuch a manner, that they might be able 
to refill the Enemy if they came to attack them, be- 
fore they were joined by the reſt of the Troops on

The paſſage being open, as already mention'd, b 
the 8 of Sea the Seraſquier advanced with 
'6000 Men to Thebes, about four hours march from 
Negropont; from whence he ſent a Detachment of 
2000 Foot and 400 Horſe, with Orders to advance be- 
fore day, and attack two of the moſt advanced 


Trenches of the Chriſtians. They marched with ſo 


much filence, that they utterly ſurprized the Chriſti- 
ans, who did no more than place their ſafety in their 
flight, and were purſued by the Turks, who cut many 


_ of them to pieces; and then advancing to the Batte- 


ries, the Troops of the ſeveral Nations getting at 
laſt together, after a bloody Confli the Infidels were 
put to flight. The Chriſtiatis Joſt 200 Men on this 
occaſion, and amongſt them ſome Perſons of Diſtinc- 
tion were killed and wounded, but the Turks wos; 
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who being ſomewhat diſpirited with the ill Succeſs of ß 
the laſt Attempt, the Doge thought it a proper Seaſon 
to aſſault the Paliſades, and faid they had loſt too 
much time already; that the Soldiers Tents were 
turn'd into Hoſpitals; that the befieged were daring, 
and that the Siege was ſcarce yet begun. The Chriſ- 
tians receiving now. a Reinforcement of Wirtemburg 
Foot to the number of 1150, and the Aſſault agreed Grand 
on, that ſlip of Earth which extends it ſelf into the Attack on 
Sea on the right hand, was appointed for the 900 % Turks 
Men that landed from on board the Fleet under Ve- Intrench- 
niere. Not far off there is a Hill well defended with a“. 
Battery and a Redoubt, commonly called Marabata, at 
the end of the Suburb. 300 Malteſe under Yoger and 
20 Knights, attacked it on one ſide, together with the 
Regiment of Bareith commanded by Sar. Towards 
the Hill the Horentines and ſome Sclavonians were to 
act; and againſt the Mountain, which on the left was 
waſhed wit 1 the Sea, and where the grand Line ter- 
minated with a Battery, 1500 Peraſtinians, Mariners, 
and others were to play their part. There were ſome 
Regiments of Reſerve, and the Dragoons were ſo poſted 
that they might readily be at hand, either to ſupport 
their Men, or ſtrike a Terror into the Enemy, as they 
aw occaſion, The Gallies were divided into three 
Squadrons: four of the Venetians, and as many of the 
Malteſe were to face the Mountain. Over-againſt the 
Plain between the Trenches of the Yenerians and the 
Turks, the Captain of the Gulph and his Gallies were 
to have their ſtation 5 and that of the Governor of 
the Slaves, with two Tuſcan Gallies, at the mouth of 
the Euripus. It was ſcarce day- light, when upon the 
firing of three Cannon all the Bodies moved, and not- 
N all the fire of the Artillery and Muske- 
try. of the Enemy, neither ſtopt nor, flinched. The 
.Florentines, an Italian Regiment, and the Sclavonians, 
had the honour to be the firſt that pulled down the 
Paliſades, mounted the Trenches, and ſer footing 
within that Work; their. Comrades in a ſhort time 
being ſtimulated with the ſame Ardour, did the like. 
The greateſt Reſiſtance was at Marabata, which Was 
defended by the beſt Men, and who after having re- 
ulſed the Aſſailants twice, were the third time ob- 
liged to run the common fate. Inſomuch, that the

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1688. Chriſtjans being ready to enter, the Turks in ſuch 


numbers repulſed the foremoſt, that they had been 


in danger of being drove away, if the Marquis of 


Courbon had not come up, and bravely faſtained them. 
Here the Voluntiers planting a pair of Colours, Jerom 
Garzoni, Who accompanied Farietti at the head of a 
Regiment, to encourage the Men by his Prefence 


and Example, finding them give back, he advanced 
with a few, but was wounded with a Musket-ſhot in

While they were about to cut öff his 


Head, and carry it away in triumph, Gicca with ſome 
of the foreign Troops made a diſcharge upon the 


nſidels, 'which obliged them to quit his Body; and 


leave it in the hands of his Friends. Courbon 6n the 


other ſide met with a favourable Fortune, and with 


his Horſe opening his way, fought with fo much Va- 
lour, that he ſtruck a Terror every where into his E- 
nemies : ſeized with fear they tar their backs; but 
fatter'd themſelves with hopes of recovering the 
Town; but Courbon cutting off their Communication, 
forced them to a deſperate Choice; either to ſtand the 
fire of the Conquerors, or to throw themſelves into 
the Water, and the greateſt part of them fell into the 
Euripus. Many of them might Have got within the Gate 
of the Town; but:thoſe WhO had'the guard of it, ſeeing 
the Tuns and Chriſtians intermix' d,; would not take them 


in, their Caution prevailing over the Compaſſion they 


bad for the Fugitives, who were expoſed to Deftruc- 
tion. Some there were who endeiyotired* to defend 
themſelves. in the Suburb that was & little fortified: 
they fought a while by the help of that cover, but af- 
terwards ſeeing the riſque they tun of falling under its 
Ruins, they endeavoured ſeveral ways to make their 
eſcape.

had gain'd, This encouraged the Turks to pour Mul- 
ket-ſhot amongſt them like Hail: nevertheleſs Uber. 
fought ſtill with admirable Courage, and made no 
doubt of fortifying himſelf there, if his deſign had. 
not been diſconcerted more by an Accident than the. 
| Oppoſition made by the Enemy. In the heat of all, 
the Powder of a Venetian Soldier hapning to take fire, 
the puff it made frightned the reſt, leſt there ſhould 
be a Train laid in the Tower, and ſo they began pre- 
ſently to draw off, and the Turks ſoon recovered the 
Poſt they had loſt, The Venetians loſt above 100 
common Men, befides ſome Perſons of Diſtin&ion, 
and about 3o0o of them were wounded. | 
But tho the Turks ſtill received further Reinforce- 
ments, the Chriſtians died apace. Moſt of the Ho- 
rentines left the Fleet to return home; and ſome En- 
gineers, and other very valuable Men were ſlain, The 
Doge perſiſted to carry on the Siege, and the Works 
having at length been advanced to the Counterſcarp, 
they went to work upon a Gallery, that they might af- 
terwards come to the Sap, and diſpoſe every thing 
commodiouſly for an Aſſault. Here their deſign was 
thwarted with greater difficulties than any hitherto. 
undergone : the frequent Sallies of the Enemy at 
leaſt interrupted, tho it deſtroyed not their Works; 
and the Sea-Water entred at the further end of a large 
itch in ſuch plenty, that a remedy was hard to be 
apply'd to it. They preſently. endeavoured all the 
ways they could with Gabions, Traverſes, and the 
Blood of a great many Men ſlain by the Musketry of 
the Enemy, to put a ſtop to it; and afterwards by the 
Directions of Grancomb to raiſe a Battery of eight 
Cannon upon the Counterſcarp, to make way 10% : 
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foot of the Wall, and to open a Breach fit for their 

arpoſe. The Cannon plaid without intermiſſion, the

and a magnanimous Contempt of Death. They found 


indeed the Aſcent ſo ſteep and ſlippery, that they could 
not with all the Agility of their Bodies, and Vigour 
of their Minds, be able to mount it. Then the beſieged 
firing Shot, and throwing Stones as thick as Hail a- 
mong the moſt adventurous of the Aſſailants, ſpread 
Wounds and Deſtruction every where; and yet the 


Chriſtians loſt not their Courage, but making uſe 


of the Heads of dead Bodies, which ſerved them to 
tread-on, and alſo for a Parapet, return'd the like 
Deſtruction upon their Enemies. It was owing to 
their ignorance of the true ſtate of the Breach, that 
ſo many of their Companions fell, and that many 
came to be ſo inevitably confounded and terrified : 
their not filling the Ditch with proper materials, ei- 


ther retarded their paſſage, or ſtopt them up to the 


middle in Water, expoſed to the fire of the beſieged. 


They however turn'd a little aſide to attempt an ad. 


jacent Poſt, which had been attacked, taken and loſt 
y Uber on the 8th of October; having ſucceſsfully 


mounted the ſame, they pitched their Colours upon 


it. This being obſerved by the Turks, while the 


Chriſtians were ſeeking a way to deſcend into the 


City, they were conſtrain'd with Fire and Sword to 


quit their Poſt in ſome diſorder : the Officers burning 


with Shame or Diſdain, revenged the Diſgrace, and 
puſhing forward thro Fire and Death, repoſſeſſed 
themſelves of the top of the Tower. There they 
came to know too late, that they had thrown away 
their Labour, and that they were confronted with 


two unextricable Difficulties : the firſt was the nar- 


rowneſs of the place, whereby they had not room to 
make a Lodgment ; and the other, that there was no 
way to godown andenter the Town : whereupon they 
reſolved to abandon it of their own accord. On the

which was no ſooner known to the Foreigners, who

lamented, and the news of his Fall was received at 
Venice with much forrow, not only upon the account 
of the good Services perform'd by himſelf and by his 
Family to the Republick, but the further Advantages 
they expected to reap from his military Vertues and 
Zeal for the Canſe of Liberty. The Infidels making 
improvements of the Misfortune of the Chriſtians, pto- 
ceeded ſo far in their Approaches, that they carry'd 


them as it were to the very Counterſcarp; fo that the 


Venotians judg'd it now neceflary to try their fortune

The Turks ſeem'd to be very well pleas'd with getting 

_ Poſſeſſion of Vallona, tho in fo indifferent a plight; 
fince they were at liberty, when the' approaching Cam- 
paign ſhould be open'd, to turn their Arms from hence 
into Hungary, or any where elſe the Port might think 

it convenient to employ them. With how much the 
more facility the Gariſon was ſaved, and Vallona de- 
ſerted, by ſo much the more many were confirm'd in 
their Opinions, that the Defence thereof was not de- 
ſperate; that they might have been able either to tire 
out the Enemy, or by the Junction of ſome other 
Troops to rout them; and that it had been the buſineſs 
of the Republick to maintain that Poſt, which would 
have been a means to repoſſeſs themſelves of Albania, 
formerly in their hands. But the Captain-General's 
thoughts were in a manner intirely ſet on the preſer- 
vation of the Morea; and that he might keep the Ene- 
my as clear off as poſſible by Sea, he fail'd to cruiſe as 
far as the Mouth of the Dardanelles, and dared the 
Captain-Baſſa to come out and fight him. 
Ihe Seraſquier, by the abſence of the Captain-Gene- 
ral, entertain d hopes he might gain ſome advantage 
by Land; and therefore he advanced with a Detach- 
ment of his Men to the Iſthmus, and ſo towards Co- 
rinth, where Proveditor-General Zeno was poſted 
with ſome Troops for the Security of the Morea: 

Who from a neighbouring Hill obſerving the Motions 
of the Infidels, he detach'd ſome Squadrons of Croats 
and Dragoons againſt them, and having put himſelf in 
a poſture with the reſt of the Troops to ſuſtain them, 
the Turks march'd off, and would not ſtand it. 

Sultan Solyman II. having in the mean while long 
languiſh'd under a grievous Dropſy, that Diſtemper at 
laſt put an end to his Life, on the 12th of June, at 
Adrianople.

However, the common People began to 
rafter of expect a Change of Fortune, conceiving higher thoughts 
Sultan of this Prince, than they had done of the late So/ymar, 
Achmet. who was dull, heavy, ſtudious, and had much of the be- 
\ haviour of a Dervize; whereas Achmet was more live. 
15, free, and jocund in his Humour. He was both a 
Poet and Muſician, made Verſes and ſang them, play'd 
well upon the Cittern and Coloſſeo, after the Perſian 
manner. He would fometimes in his jovial Humours 
make Viſits to the diſconſolate Mahomert his Brother, 
finging and playing before him with his Inſtruments, 
bidding him be merry, and telling him he ſhould 
not lament his Fortune: I have been, ſaid he, 4 Priſo- 
ner forty Years, during which time you were Sultan, and 
did what you pleaſed , now my time is come, and yours 
may return. And then he would take his Inſtruments, 
and play and ſing, ſaying, Brother, you have let me 
live, and ſo ſhall you, and be merry, In this good hu- 
mour he would often paſs his time, to the great Con- 
ſolation of his depoſed Brother. Further to illuſtrate 
the Character of Sultan Achmet, he was ſaid to de- 
light in riding on horſeback, and to throw the Gerit, a 
Sport uſed by the Cavaliers, .and mettled Sparks, and 
Soldiers amongſt the Turks; to love Juſtice, and be 
rigorous in the Execution of it; to be an Enemy to 
Tyranny, and the Oppreſſors of his People, but a 
great Admirer of the Fair Sex : which Qualities were 
thought very laudable, and for them, whether true or 
falſe, he was had in high eſteem with the People.

Now tho the Prime Viſier was not averſe at this

The further Operations of the Imperial Army during 
the reſt of the Campaign, was the Recovery of Gra- 
diſca, Poſſega, and Brodt in Sclavonia, by the Duke of 
Coy; and the taking of Lippa by General Yeterani : 
while the Prince of Bader himſelf march'd into Upper 
Hungary againſt Great Waradin, ſituate on the Borders 
of Tranſylvania, on the River Cryſo or Keresk. He 
attack'd it with much Vigour ; but the bad Weather 
coming on, the Siege was turn'd into a Blockade. 
In the interim, the Turks aſtoniſh'd with the late 
Loſſes, ſhew'd more Inclination to a Peace than before. 
The Seraſquier, Cali! Baſſa, whom the Soldiery had 
made Viſier at Belgrade, was put by; and Ali, Cai- 
macan and Kyaiah to the late Viſier Kuperl;, was pro- 
moted to that Dignity, A Man he was of ſeventy 
Years of Age, of a weak Underſtanding, and in no | 
Eſteem among the Soldiery. The Turks had been in- 
tent all along to divide the Allies; and if that could not 
be compaſs'd, it was neceſſary they ſhould make a 
buſtle about a Peace with all of them together, to 
appeaſe the Clamours of the People: but the Death of 
Sir William Huſſey, and ſome other Accidents that in- 
tervened, for the preſent diverted alMhoughts of it; 
with which the Poles and Venetians, who had newly 
inſtructed their Miniſters to carry on the Negotiations, 
were not well pleas'd, and the Emperor leaſt of all, 
who now ſent away the Turkiſh Ambaſſadors, that had 
ſojourn'd ſo long in his Country. The Enemies of the

Within theſe four Centuries, when the Venetian 
were in poſſeſſion of that Kingdom, their Jealouſies 
increaſing as the neighbouring Power of the Turks did, 
they fortify'd it ſo well, that it was look'd upon to be 
the ſtrongeſt Place in the Iſland. The Republick had 
erected a narrow Half moon, to defend the Port of 
Retimiotta 3, and the Turks had added no more thereto, 
than two Ravelins, the firſt fronting the Bulwark of 
F. Demetrius, and the other between that and Sr. Sal- 
vador, To augment. the Gariſon, the Greek Inhabi- 
tants of the Village that was burnt, who were able to 
bear Arms, were with their Effects taken into the 
Town.

and an exact Account being taken of the whole Con- 
troverſy, it was ſent to the Poliſi Envoy at Vienna, 
and therein it was particularly. ſpecify'd, That Rodol- 
phus the Emperor and King of Hungary, together with 
Maximilian, declared and ſwore to it, that Sepuſia, 
whoſe poſſeſſion had long been confirm'd to the Poles, 
ought to continue in their hands. The Imperial Mi- 
nifters anſwer'd, That the Soldiery, out of their own 
capricious Humour, had gone thither, and that the

Death and di Romania, he was in the beginning of the Winter 
Character. ſejz'd with a mortal Diſtemper, which put an end to 


his days in the ſeventy fifth Year of his Age. Thus falls 
human Grandeur, and the Hopes of the World expire 


in one Breath. When he flatter'd himſelf he ſhould 
be able, in the enſuing Campaign, to crown his Victo- 


ries, make the long'd-for Conqueſt of Negropont; to 


which, as to the Water of his Deſires, all the Lines of 
his Motions, Orders, and Deſigns, were drawn: the 
time of his Exit was already at hand. As to his Per- 
fon, he was ſomewhat more than 'of a middle ſtature, 


and his Limbs and Strength were in proportion to it : 
he was ſomewhat' fleſhy, fair-complexion'd, and had 
an equal Ma jeſty in his Mien and Gait. He was mm

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ciently qualify d with Languages and Learning: his Wit 


was good, and his Judgment ſolid; he had great Expe- 
rience and Knowledge in warlike Affairs, and eſpecial- 
ly ſuch as were maritime; intrepid in Adverſity, and 
eaſy to forgive. He ſerved firſt on board the Gallies, 
and through all the Gradations of long and well-de- 
ſerved Preferments arrived at the Poſt of Captain- Ge- 
neral; which he executed four times by a rare and un- 
common Example : The firſt without the happineſs of 
coming to any Engagement; the ſecond with the be- 
nediction of a naval Victory, but with the miſadventure 
of yielding up the City of Candia, after a three Years 


Siege, to the obſtinate Valour of the Prime Viſier: by 


which being ſubjected to various Viciſſitudes, he was 
obliged to juſtify his Conduct, and undergo the rigo- 


rous Diſquiſitions of the Syndicate. In the third, he 


triumph'd over the Morea ;, and from thence was dig- 
nify'd with the Sirname of Pages, and promo- 
ted to the ſupremeſt Station in the Republick. In the 
fourth, he happily enjoy'd the Beneficence of Fortune; 
for having conſecrated the few remaining Months of 


his Life to the Service of his Country, he died in the 


higheſt Poſt in the Commonwealth, and left very ar- 


dent Impreſſions on the Minds of the People, that he 
might live longer. Among the many Vertues he was 


endu'd with, it could be wiſh'd he had had all: It's the 
Decree. of Providence, and not the Fault of Nature, 
that there is no Perfection upon earth. It could have 
been wiſh'd he had been more mild and patient.: but 


if he was ſometimes ſeiz d with the immoderate Paſſion 


of Anger, he ſoon compos'd himſelf, and calm'd his 
Lemper.

Twins _ Great Rejoicings were made at Conſt antinaple and 
born to the elſewhere, that the Sultana was brought to bed of 
Sultan. Twins, who were named Ibrahim and Selym; and al- 
moſt every body took this to be a Prelude of Felicity 
to the Empire. The Father's Life had been preſerv'd, 
_ contrary to the antient and cruel Cuſtom of his An- 
ceſtors; and he was the third Brother, of a weak Ca- 
pacity, and aſcended the Throne in ſomewhat an ad- 
vanc'd Age: ſo that ſuch à Bleſſing confer'd upon him, 
revived their Hopes, and the Remembrance of the paſt 
Glory of their Empire. But how vain and flattering 
are haman Deſires! The two Sons died in a few 
months, and things ſucceeded no better than before in 
Sultan Ma- the Adminiſtration.

ſojourn'd here; who after he, had been in eminent 
Poſts, retired hither amidſt the Affluence of Riches 
and Luxury, to lead an idle and uſeleſs Life, The 
Turks, upon the landing of the Troops, were not a 
little terrify'd, many of them flying into the. Woods 
and Mountains for Refuge; and the Greeks, perhaps 
would have been better diſpoſed: than they ſeem'd at 
firſt, had it not been for ſome unwarrantable Rapines 
of the Soldiers, However, the Latin and Greek Biſhops 
refiding here ſubmitted, and their Example was follow'd 
by fome. of the principal Chriſtian Inhabitants, who 
made a Tender of their Submiſſion to the Republick.
